‘The Loans we Oppose 


“As regards those treaties for 
loans contracted from foreign gov- 
emments by Peking since “the 
establishment of the Nationalist 
Government, we naturally cannot 
recognize them as valid, the Na- 
tionalist Government having already 
publicly declared its opposition to 
them at Canton, 

“More recently still, the Com- 
munists seeretly intended to con- 
cede Mongolia in favour of Russia 
to obtain assistance so as to pro- 
long their agitation. Chang Tso- 
lin likewise has planned to us 
Manchuria and the Chinese Eastern 
Railway ag a quid pro quo for 
Sapanese money and other assist 
lance. "The Nationalist Government 
mindful of such dangers, specially 
declared its attitude in order thet 
the Japanese and Russian Govern- 
ments may awaken -to their mis- 
taken greed for their selish inttr- 
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‘eats of the ithmediate future, for- 
getting that the Nationalist’ Gov-

Straight Talk to Japan 

As regards his policy toward 
Japan, Minister Huang expressed 
himself in unequivocal terms. He 
said: 

“That Japan has entertained wild 
ambitions regarding China is easily 
noticeable by all clear-sighted men, 
and that Chang Tso-lin is anxious 
to sceure Japan's support in order 
j.to prolong his existence is a fact 
‘till more evident. Thero is only 
fone question behind the shaping of 
any country's attitude as regards 
another, and that is, whether the 
other country's attitude embraces 
an ageressive policy. If Japan can 
completely alter her former policy 
and cease her assistance to Chang 
Tso-lin, then the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment ought to be able to look 
at the past with sympathy and 
tolerance. Only yesterday I was 
diseussing with “General Chiang 
Kai-shek various matters in con: 
nection with the Northern Expedi- 
tion. If Japan, at the moment of 
our positive advance into Shan- 
tung, refrains from despatching 
troops there, or only sends a small 
number of soldiers and remains true 
to her spirit of merely protecting 

yanese subjects in Shantung and 
fiot being an obstacle to the move- 
ment of the Northern Expeditionary 
Forees, then her attitude can 
manifest itself, and therefore, the 
Nationalist Government, as well as| 
the entire Chinese people, can 
assume a new attitude towards, and 
change their traditional views re- 
garding Japan; for then, [ firmly 
believe our Northern Expedition 
an conquer Peking in two months, 
and likewise Sino-Japanese rela- 






































tions will gradually tecome more 
friendly.” ¥ 


Referring to Great Britain, 
Minister Huang said: 


‘The Attitude to Britain 

“The encroachments of Great 
Britain upon China in the pa 
have been most deeply detestable 
and have consequently aroused ni 
tional hatred of the entire Chinese 
people. But lately, the British 
Government has apparently awaker = 
ed to its mistakes as evidenced by 
Sir Austen Chamberlain's repeated 
Professions of profound sympathy 
towards the aspirations of the 
Chinese people. Even in other 
quarters, there are manifestations 
of sincere British attempts to 
modify its traditional policy toward 
Cina. Jf in future the British 
Government ean adhere consistently 
0 the policy of international justice 
wl fair dealing, the Nationalist 
Government ean’ also rceiproeate 
with good-will, 

America and March 24 

As regards America, Minister 
Isang declared: 

“The attitude of the American 
Government towards" China has 
been more conciliatory than both 
Janay and Great Britain, but, re 
jov- 
































ernment not having yet a1 
a definite settlement with the 
‘American Government as regards 
the Nanking Incident, America has 
rot been quite sympathetic and 
tolerant. However, my conversations 
with the American Minister, Mr. J. 
V. A. MacMurray, during his recent 
visit here, were highly satisfactory.”

‘Most of the political news from 
for about Peking from the Native 
press ig without foundation.

Nanking’s expedition against the 
North ig thought to be least likely 
of all predicted developments while 
Chiang Kai-shek’s recent visit to 
Kaifeng was to make sure that 
Feng Yu-hsiang would, at x price, 
neither open the road to the North- 
cer advance nor actively support 
Watien, 

Among Fengtienites, two extreme 
{groups supply most of the news. 
One desiring immediate attack on 
Feng and, therefore, interpreting 
every military movement as a war 
development and the other seeking 
peace and lending support to stories 
of negotiations, ‘The main boty 
of the party supplies no news 
whatsoever, but nevertheless wants 
an attack on Feng Yu-hsiang but 
‘sees political discretion in adopting 
‘a strong defensive position wi 
‘conditions favour an advance.

‘THE POINTS TO WATCH 


‘The Northern expedition is ex 
pected to comnience within a few 
days, the inaugural act heing the 
departure of General Chiang Kai- 
shek from Nanking to Hsochowfu, 
which he will make his military 
headquarters. Hereafter, General 
Chiang is expected to remain at the 
front with the troops a good part 
of the time. 

‘At Paotingfu is General Yang 
‘Yu-ting, who commands the 
Fengtien army which is defending 
northern territory . against both 
Marshal Feng Yu-héiang and Gen- 
eral Yen Hsi-shan, This army will 
fight in Northern Shansi and 
Honan, They can retreat into 
Chihli’ and Charhar. Their im- 
mediate objective is to drive Feng 
Yu-hsiang back into Shensi and 
‘Yen Hsi-shan out of Shansi. 

‘At Tsinanfu is Marshal Sun 
‘Chuan-fang whose army has been 
completely” reorganized and  re- 
equipped. He is no longer associat 
ed with Marshal Chang Chung- 
chang but is in complete command. 
He witl-be faced with the problem 
of keeping both Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
and Chiang Kai-shek’s armies out 
of Shantung. His immediate ob- 
Jective is to oceupy Northern Kiang- 

ing his troops to the North 
of the Yangtze and endanger- 
a Nanking. 

‘At Hauchowfu - will be Gen- 
oral Kai-shek and a large part of 
the Nationalist army—all that Nan- 
king ean control. The immediate 
objective is to reach Peking along the 
‘Tientsin-Pukow Line. This army 
will tako the offensive and will be 
‘supported by “Marshal Feng Yu- 
slang along the Lunghai Railway. 

‘At’ Kaifeng is Feng 
Yu-hsiang. His forces are still an 
unknown quantity but are reputed 
to Le much better than those of 
Nanking in discipline and fighting 
ability. ‘This army is being fin- 
anced by Nanking but is directly 
under the “Christian” general. The 
objective is Peking along the Kinh: 
line and secondarily alonz the Ti 
tsin-Pukow Line. In ease of defeat, 
this army will retreat into Shens! 
and Kannew. 

‘At Taiyuanfu is General Yen 
Hai-shan who has lost Chathar 
‘and a part of Shansi and who is

Novertheless, he is continuing in the 
fight against Peking.

Go On: All Parties 


“I can absolutely deny all reports 
‘and rumours that we are in negotia- 
tions with the Northern régime. 
‘Such reports are being circulated 
by the Northerners to lull their 
people into a false security. 

General Chiang. Kai-shek made 
the above statement on Sunday night 
in an exclusive interview with a re- 
resentative of the “North-China 
Daily News,” after his return from 
Hangchow, where General and Mrs. 
Chiang had spent the week-end, 

“The Norther expedition will 
proceed according to programme 
cannot divulge to you the date on 
which we shall commence operations, 
but we have made all arrange- 
‘ments and there is the closest’ ¢o- 
operation between Marshal Feng 
Yuchsiang, General Yen Hsi-shan 
and ourselves. You may expect, 
however, that operations will com- 
menee in the very near future, 

“As for the Kuomintang, there is 
‘4 natural lull in party work because 
we are reorganizing the Kuomin- 
tang. and, therefore, there must be 
less party work than heretofore. 
We are reorganizing downward 
from the provincial yentral organ- 
izations to the party locals to 
eliminate elements which have, in 
the past, disrupted the Kuomintar 
This work is necessary and for the 
moment it becomes more important 
than other features of the work of 
the Kuomintang, 


No Difference in Kuomintang 


“So far as the Northern © 
edition is concerned, there is no 
difference within the Kuomintang. 
On this particular, we are being 
supported by Canton and Hankow, 
‘a3 well as by those northern 
generals allied to us. When the 
Hunan difficulties are over, 
Hankow forces will join in th 
Northern expeditions.”

Altogether there are 30,000 na- 
tives of Hailufang residing in Hong- 
kong, sheltering from the sccthing 
terror of Communism in their home 
district. About 400: of these re- 
Fugees are without money or friends 
in this Colony, and their disposition 
constitutes a ‘serious problem for 
the authorities. Fortunately, the 
majority are well provided for by

secured work, Several hundred 
destitutes, however, remain, Some 


of them managed to reach here on

All the charitable institutions are 
doing what they can to bring relléf 
to these unfortunate peoplé, whose 
homes were broken up by the Com- 
munists.

Atrocities Equal to: Those of Swabue: Hideous Tales of 
Torture: Penalty of Being Rich

Tales of horror, rivaling those 
of Swabue, come’ from Leiyang, 
South Hunan, where members of 
General Tang Seng-chi's former 
troops have joined with peasant 
Communists in an orgy of massacre 
‘and rapine. 

It is reported that Leiyang has 
been almost completely gutted, the 
inhabitants being cruelly tortured 
before finally being butchered. In, 
fone case, 300 monks were locked in 
a temple, which was set on fire, All 
of them perished.

According to reports from Chi- 
nese sourecs in Hengchow, Hunan, 
the town of Leiyang, whieh is some 
distance south of Hengchow, recent 
ly received a visitation from a 
strong Communist band composed 
of peasant communists and of Gen- 
eral Tang Sen-chi's defeated sol- 
diers, with resultant horrors on. 
parallel with the recent atrocities 
at, Swabue, 

‘The first act of the communists 
on entering the city was to set fire 
to the houses of well-to-do citizens, 
forcing the unfortunate oceupants to 
nain in the burning buildings and 
to perish miserably in the flames. 
In the several days during which 
they occupied the city everybody 
who showed any appearance of pro- 
sperity was regarded as an enemy 
of the “Party” and disposed of 
accordingly. Many of the victims 
hhad their eyes gouged out and ears 
cut off before being finally slaught- 
ered, While families were tortured 
in this manner, their members 
wero forced to watch their nearest 
relatives being cruelly mutilated be- 
fore being subjected to similar, 
treatment themselves. It is stated 
that in a temple eniled the “Kin 
Chien Miao” the doors were barred 
from the outside and the building 
set afire, while ite occupants, nome: 
300 monks, were slowly burned to 
death, 

‘Numbers of the male citizens 
suceeded in eseaping and in making, 
thelr way to Hengchow, but 
bulk of the female population, who 
were unable to flee were subjected 
to untold horrors by the crazed 
peasants and soldiery. 

‘Troops have now bren despatched 
from Hengchow and have oceupied. 
Loiyang without opposition, while 
the Communists are withdrawing. 
towards the Kuangtung border, 
there to perpetrate further horrors 
unless decisive steps are immediate. 
ly taken against them. 

A telegram which has been re- 
ecived from a foreigner at Hong 
chow confirms the report of the: 
massacre, but gives no details. A 
fuller report is awaited here with 
anxiety in view of the fact that 
there are a number of foreign inis- 
sionaries in the Leiyang area.

NOTEWORTHY SPEECHES IN 
CANTON 

Noteworthy speeches, demon 
trating ‘the . increasing friendship 
between Britain and China, were 
delivered in Canton yesterday, at 
tiffin given by the Canton Govern- 
ment, in the” Provincial Govern- 
ment duilding, in honour of Sir 
Miles Lampson, the British Minis- 
ter to Ching, slates the “Hongkong 
Telegraph” of February 25. There 
‘was a lange gathering of Chinese 
ofcials and European guests, among, 
the latter being Mr. J. F. Brenan, 
‘the British Consul-General, 

{In tho course of a speech warm- 
ly welcoming Sir Biles Lampson, 
General Li Chi-hsin said the in- 
terests of Great Britain and China 
could be always maintained by 
‘means of mutual help and co-opera- 
tien. Both nations had many] 
things in common, but nothing in 
conflict. "Tho Chinese Government 
and the people in general recognis 
‘ed that the goodwill of Great Bri 
tain had been manifest in har recent 
policy towards China. In view of 
the fact that international misun- 
derstandings have been wholly done 
‘away with,” the Chinese consider 
ced that now was the time to cul- 
tivate friendship between the two 
nations. The Chinese Government 
and the people in general cherished 
the hope that the existing treaties 
between China and-the foreign na- 
tions which had become impractic- 
able and outof-date would be 
thoroughly changed on the basis 
of the principle of equality and re- 
ciprocity. ‘They were confident that 
Great Britain would support them 
in that direction. When the new 
treaty was.mado, it would inaugur- 
ato a new era of still closer rela- 
tionship and greater comradeship 
between Great Britain and the Re- 
Public of Chin 

“Britain's Object is Trade” 
Miles Lampson, i 
said:—Diplomacy is ‘often ere- 
dited with concealed objects and 
tortuous methods. But diplomacy 
in reality” is simple, both in 
‘aim and in method. Tis object is 
to promote good and peaceful rela- 
tions. This is particularly true of 
the diplomacy of Great Britain to- 
‘wards China, and it eannot be over- 
emphasised that this ig the whole 
dasis’of the policy of His Majesty's 
Government. Great Britain has no 
political object in China. Our ob- 
dect {is trade, and all we want is to 
live in friendship with China and 
to obtain, by agreement with her, 
conditions under which British 
trade can be carried on in se- 

curity.

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OPIUM IN SHANGHAI 


Mar, 5. 

The communication from the 
National Anti-opium Association, 
which we published on Friday 
February 2, is an interesting 
ustration of how history re- 
peats itself. As.a matter of fact, 
Ro petition for the legalizing of 
opium sales has been sent in yet, 
but there is no reason to sup- 
pose it may not be. Possibly the 
Anti-Opium Association spoke 
prophetically. The sale of opium 
in the Settlement, if granted to a 
syndicate, would be one of the 
most lucrative monopolies ever 
conceded to a trading company. 
‘That. there are those whose 
mouths water at the thought of 
such a prize being within the 
possibilty of achievement we 
need not doubt. Neither have we 
much doubt that the possibility 
of such a petition being present- 
ed has been discussed by some 
of those already interested in the 
ilicit trade in opium. We can 
imagine the arguments with 
which ‘the petition would be 
backed up, First, the Council 
would reap a rich harvest as its 
share of the profits by a heavy 
tax on the monopoly. Two 
million taels per annum is the 
figure suggested and, in these 
evil days, such a sum, certainly, 
Yooks attractive, Secondly, it 
is, admittedly, impossible to pre- 
vent smuggled opium from being 
Yatailod in the Settlement. Out- 
side ‘the limits there is hardly 
‘a pretence of concealment 

the traffic in the forbidden 
We are assured on good 
authority, that, in many places, 
the sale of opium is the main 
source of revenue for the main- 
tenance of some of the standing 
‘armies with which China is 
cursed. Since this is so, why 
should not facts be recognized, 


















nd the sale of opium, which it 
js impossible to prohibit, be 
conducted under proper safe- 


guards and regulated by law? 
'No one would deny that there 
fs much sound common sense in 
these arguments. They were 
precisely the reasons that led 
the British and Chinese plenipot- 
entiaries to conclude the treaty 
of Hoomun Chae which legalized 
the sale of opium in China after 
the war of 1840-2. This was 
the treaty which gave a handle 
to many uninformed persons, 
‘who accused Britain of “foreing 
opium on China at the cannon's 
mouth.” How many excellent 
missionaries, ‘entirely ignorant 
of the facts, but burning with 
zea] that exceeded both their 
Smowledge and discretion,, ex- 
panded on the iniquities of their 
own Government in compelling 
the helpless Chinese to submit 
to an unjust treaty. The truth 
‘was that the Chinese Government 
of those days had made an hon- 
est, but entirely ineffective, effort 
to’ suppress the opium trade. 
It failed to achieve its object 
because the smugglers were 
‘humerous and well organized, the 
majority of, the officials were 
yenal and covetous and the 
Funners, then as now, the least 
reliable’ police force in the 
world. The American Govern- 
ment, with a thousand times the 
resources that the Chinese em- 
peror of that day could command, 
has failed, so far, to’ suppress 
Doot-legging and we have seen, 
‘since’ the elimination of the 




















portions that its eradication will 
now be a task of herculean dif- 
ficulty. It cannot be even 
attempted at the present time 
while the country is in the throes 
of civil war. Those who nego- 
tiated the treaty that legalized 
the sale of opium in China were 
facing hard facts, They knew 
jwith absolute certainty that, with 
ithe instruments at the disposal 
of the Chinese Government, 
opium suppression was an im- 
possibility. They agreed to do 
the next best thing and legalize 
what they could not abolish. 
‘They may have taken a wrong 
course and it is arguable that 
tt would have been letter to 
have continued to fail rather 
than to cover with the cloak of 
legitimacy a traffic inherently 
vicious . 

Who would dare to dogmatize 
on this point? We know what) 
did happen and the evils the 
opium trade brought on the 
country; we have no ‘wish to 
minimize these in the least. But

ras not ‘done, is beyond the wit 
Jof man to declare. We are only 
leoncerned to justify the inten- 
tions of the men who did what 
they sincerely thought was the 
‘vest thing they could dd in the 
lcircumstancex in which they 
placed and to express. a.

their own rectitude shines clear- 
jest when they are denouncing the 
alleged shortcomings of their 
countrymen, will see that littl 
ness and not magnanimity is the 
jsubconscious motive that impels 
to such action.

‘The phase through which the 
Kuomintang are now going, as 
described in Mr. Sokolsky’s very 
interesting article on another 
page, is not unnatural viewed 
inthe light of recent events.

{tial one, as we may be sure that 
Kuomintang doctrine must ul- 
imately undergo médification 
before it is accepted by all Chi- 
nese. These are the natural pro- 
cesses of such a time as China 
is going through. a 
The two great dangers of the 
moment are too much politics 
(at the expense of administra- 
tive work) and too much blind 
repression. It is to be feared 
that there is a great deal of in- 
trigue in Nanking.

So 
much machinery is, to say the 
east, cumbrous and may be 
something much worse.

Ax mattes 
are, Nationalist. Ministers can 
hardly knov, where they stand 
Jand are liable at any moment 
to be ousted by a cabal. As 
for the Communists, they are 
organized and active and any 
tendency at Nanking to “play 
polities” rather than get on with 
administration gives them gold- 
en opportunities. Many of our 
eaders will remember 
essay (one of the 
finest things he ever wrote) on 
“Ranke's History of the Popes" 
and how skilfully the Church of. 
Rome made use of enthusiasts, 
who under persecution would 
nave turned into dangerous fana- 
ties, assigning them special 
spheres of work, in which they 
became founders of Orders, now 
the greatest glory and the most 
zealous agents’ of the Church. 
Possibly, since the Russians are 
‘gone, it’ might not be too tate 
to try the same way with the 
Communists, who, after all, are 
of the Sons of Han. 
SIR_M. LAMPSON’S TOUR, 
Mar. 6. 
No less warm a welcome will 
be given to Sir Miles Lampson 
in Shanghai than he received in 
South China. As he himself said 
Jat Canton, it is impossible for 
ja British Minister in China to 
‘understand the various questions 
that arise, “by dealing with them 
simply on paper in Peking.” 
‘And the common feeling that 
these periodical tours must do 
[good is enhanced by the gen 
ally better prospects of the day. 
Very different are the circum- 
stances now surrounding Sir 
Miles Lampson’s visit from tho: 
that attended his first stay, as 
Minister, in Shanghai, It was 
but a few weeks then to the 
rushing of the Hankow Conces- 
sion by the mobs of Borodin and 
his creature, Eugene Chen, fol- 
lowed by the flight of hundreds 
lof foreigners from all the Yang- 
tze Valley, the looting of their 
property by equally well in- 
stigated mobs, and the crowning 
outrage at Nanking. To-day the 
evil that Moscow was working 
for China, as well as for for- 
eigners, is fully realized. Not’ 
only have the Nationalists seen 
that they were backing a very 
wrong horse indeed; but we may 
believe that they do regret the 
stain inflicted on China's good 
name and are really anxious to 
put themselves right with Bri- 
tain and the world at large. 
Certainly the Nationalists will 
not find the British Government 
‘and people slow to respond to 
their overtures. The sincerity 
lof the British policy laid down 
at Christmas time in 1926 has 
‘been tested zs no nation’s pro 
fessions of friendship have ever 
been tried before and has rung 
‘true throughout. We need not 
jallude further to what all think- 
ing Chinese now fully realize. 
On our side, too, it may be ad- 
mitted that a better understand- 
ing prevails of what Chinese 
mean by “imperialism.” a vague

That is not 
the way to cultivate Chinese 
friendship and assuredly it will 
continue to leave sore feeling 
ion the foreiign side, In alluding 
to Nanking and Chinkiang, we 
fare not wishing to attach blame 
to any particular Chinese or 
body of Chinese. We mean only 
to say that a wrong has been 
[done in the name of China, and, 
for the sake of her name, if for 
no other motive, the amende 
honorable ought to be made. As 
the government which aspires to 
be that of all China, which is 
ithe de facto government of the 
districts in which the offence 
occurred. the Nanking Govern- 
ment will hardly fail to appre-

We should not have alluded 
to this admittedly painful sub- 
Jject, if we had not reason to 
believe that this moral respons- 
ibility is recognized by the 
Nationalist Government, which 
only in the last few weeks has 
given tangible proof of its con- 
cern for China’s prestige abroad. 
When Mr. Huang Fu took office 
las Foreign Minister on February 
21 last, a noteworthy passage 
Joccurred in his statement of 
policy. After alluding to the 
Nationalists’ desire for new 
treaties with the Powers, he 
went on to say that, pending 
these being concluded, the Na- 
tionalist Government was pre- 
pared to maintain friendly re- 
jiations with foreign peoples “and 
to remove all sources of difficult 
ies and misunderstanding be- 
tween the Chinese people and 
foreigners.” Many circumstances 
make quite plain to us what was 
at the back of Mr, Huang Fu's 
mind when he said that, and we 
await the future with confidence 
that he will make his words 
good. In reply, let us quote a 
sentence or two from Sir Miles 
Lampson's recent reply to Gen- 
jeral Li Chi-hsin's welcome:

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‘THE SEQUESTRATED 
HOSPITALS 


Mar. 7. 
Report reaches us that the 
Nanking Government has given, 
or is about to give, explicit 
orders for the return to their 
owners, the medical missionaries, 
‘of all hospitals recently seques- 
trated. So far back as last July 
the Nationalists announced that 
all foreign property was to be 
returned to‘its rightful owners, 
but little or nothing has come of 
it. However, it may fairly be 
conceded that we deal to-day 
‘with a different body of men, at 
east a different state of mind 
from that prevailing seven 
months ago; and Nanking’s 
decision is the more weloome, 
partly because action is long 
overdue, partly because it ap- 
pears impossible to obtain any 
redress from the local authori- 
ies, however benevolent theit 
intentions apparently are. Of 
both these considerations the C. 
M, S. Hospital at Hangchow 
affords a glaring example, Like 
the incidents of Nanking and 
Chinkiang, this question must 
continue to interpose an in- 
superable barrier to the resump- 
ition of friendly relations based 
on sincere feeling, s0 long as it 
remains unsettled; and there is 
good ground for urging that it 
should be included in any settle- 
ment of the other two issues, 

A brief epitome of what has 
happened will be of general in- 
terest. Following upon the Na- 
tionalist declaration of policy 
last July, Dr. C. C. Wu, then 
Foreign ‘Minister in Nanking, 
was persuaded to write letters 
to Hangchow for the return of 
the Hospital. It may here be 
mentioned that, at the ensuing 
and all subsequent interviews 
between the C. M. S. representn- 
tives and the Hangchow provin- 
‘cial authorities, the latter were 
always profuse in expressing 
readiness to restore the hospital. 
Twice have the Provincial Gov- 
lerning Council of Chékiang in 
full couneil decided that it must 
Ibe given back, Once, in Septem- 
ber, the Civil Governor suggest- 
ed ‘that October 1 would be a 
suitable day for restoration; but 
he went. out of office — shortly 
afterwards and the matter was 
again hung up. In October his 
successor, General To Ying~ 
ching, promised that the hospital 
should be speedily restored; and 
Ja few days afterwards the Pro- 
vineial Governing Council took 
its second decision to the same 
effect, Nothing, however, was 
done and so the hospital remains 
in Chinese hands to-day. Light 
is thrown on the failure of the 
provineial authorities to make 
‘good their repeated promises by 
‘a manifesto published by the 
Chinese doctors in the hospital 
‘on September 28 last, This 
manifesto asserted that a stone 
in the hospital proved that it 
had been built by Chinese 
officials; further, that during the 
past six years foreign subserip- 
tions had been only $20,000, 
whereas Chinese subscriptions 
‘were $120,000, Both statements 
fare untrue. The Chinese sub- 
scriptions, commemorated on the 
stone mentioned, amount to only 
about $250; and in the six years 
1920-26, as against Chinese con- 
tributions of $10.579, foreign 
contributions were very nearly 
$340,000. Possibly the Chinese 
doctors of the hospital were 
thinking of the payments by for. 
eign and Chinese patients. If 
so, it may be noted that Chinese 
patients, overwhelmingly — the 
majority, pay only 60 cents a 
day, whereas foreigers pay six 
dollars; furthermore, every year 
thousands of Chinese are seen 
and medically treated (or have 
been under the former manage- 
ment) free of charge. 

‘The erux of the whole question, 
frankly it must be said, appea. 
to be that the people in posses- 
sion of the hospital have ma 
aged to intimidate their officials; 



































and this suspicion is rather 
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boxne out by the fact that, while 
promising the return of the 
hospital, the latter were actually 
being induced to make a monthly 
grant to the hospital to cover 
necessary expenses above what 
patients paid. Nothing but per- 
emptory orders from a higher 
authority will avail to get the 
hospital restored to its rightful 
owners. Nanking’s decision, a8 
reported above, is, therefore, 
most timely and we can only 
hope that it will be put into 
effect without further delay. 
Very memorable, for all China, 
are the words of Dr. J. Heng 
Liu, in his inaugural address a3 
President of the seventh biennial 
conference of the National 
Medical Association meeting at 
Peking on January 27. last. 
‘After expressing deep sympathy 
With missions in general for 
their aufferings during the past 
year, he went on as follows:— 
‘To many of them what happened 
the spring of 1927 will be remem 
bored as a real disaster, because it 
meant. destruction of worthy ac- 
Complishments which had grown up 
after many years of pioneer and 
painstaking work, It is feared 
that the consequence of this will 
be very far-reaching and that it 
‘will take years before the work ean| 
be restored. 

When the hospitals are handed 
back—we are not thinking of 
any hospital in particular—it 
will be important to see that, 
as far ‘as possible, they are 
restored as they were before 
being seized. ‘They used to con 
tain, collectedly, a vast quantity 
of valuable and highly necessary 
equipment, Ugly stories are 
current, of the rapidity with 
which this has melted away. As 
usual,it is Chinese, the tens of 
thousands of yearly, patients, 
who will suffer most” if the 
equipment is not put back. 





























CRIME IN SHANGHAI 
+ Mar. 8. 


Following on the two articl 
recently published, we print to- 
day a full account of the records 
of crime in the International 
Settlement during the month of 
Fobruary. ‘There is nothing 
here to give hope of the situa- 
tion becoming less serious than 
it has for so long been. Al- 
‘though there were fewer armed 
robberies than in January, or in 
February, 1927, itis felt that the 
robbers are becoming steadily 
bolder and more careless of 
capture. ‘The, writer of to-day's 
article says well that it is im- 
possible for the public to realize 
the work that the police aré 
doing. To us it has alv 
seemed extraordinary that they 
fare able to recover so much 
stolen property as they do—more 
than a quarter of the total loot, 
in 1927—remembering that, 
apart “from four or five trunk 
streets, Shanghai is a maze of 
rookeries in which the average 
resident would lose himself 
completely within a few yards 
of a main artery. ‘The courage 
and determination that | the 
police continually show in their 
contest with villains who appai 
ently would rather do murder 
‘than not, cannot be too highly 
praised. In this the Chinese 
branch are equally to be includ~ 
ed with others. Often the public 
has a glimpse of what the Chi- 
nese constables are doing: but 
one and all are most highly 
spoken of by those in touch with 
them. Of the police foree of 
Shanghai any city in the world 
might be proud. 

Special attention needs te be 
given to the kidnapping which 
forms the most lucrative branch 
of the armed robber epidemi 
In the view of not a few Ch 
nese, kidnapping begins to 
threaten Shanghai's prosperity 
x even than poli- 
tics. The suspicion deepens that 
the kidnappers, those who do the 
actual carrying off of the 
tims, are but the agents of a bi 
organization which keeps well 

































































little doubt that many more 
people are kidnapped than ever 
comes to tho knowledge of the 
police; and it is no exaggeration 
to say that ransoms occasionally 
run into hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. Where does all this 
money go? A common criminal 
making such hauls must sooner 
or later attract notice to him- 
self, however much he tried to 
cover up his tracks. Again, how 
did the robbers, who carried off 
‘$91,000 worth of gold bars and 
silver bullion from the Dah 
Tung Transport Co. last week, 
know that the treasure was 
there and dispose of their 
plunder? These are questions 
that might well be taken up with 
the Nanking Government. 
Renewed efforts, all that can 
be exerted, are needed to induce 
Nanking to amend that loose 
phrase in the Bandit Law under 
whieh a group, of armed robbers 
are apparently only amenable to 
the full penalty of the law if 
they go about, figuratively, with 
a brass band ‘and collect every- 
body in the street to witness 
their doings. The Provisional 
Court have done all they cai 
it was an excellent move la 
week to cause a condemned rob- 
ber to make a public ride 
through the streets to his execu- 
tion. But while the Bandit Law 
remains in ‘its present weak 
condition, ‘this deterrent will be 
far too seldom available. ‘The 
point of supreme importance, 
however, is the introduction of 
the penalty of the “eat.” No 
other remedy has ever proved so 
[Yitective for crimes of the kind 
from which Shanghai is now 
suffering. Death the armed rob- 




















ber dreads but little. Imprison- 
ment, not at all. The “eat” he 
fears indeed gnd will refrain 


from crime sooner than risk it. 
If the Nationalist Government 
are apprehensive that to permit 
the use of the “cat” would weak. 
en, their case for the abolition

Un Anglais wn pavapluie

‘Thus was the travelling English- 
man summed up on the Continent 
of Europe in-bygone days. ‘That 
his passion for umbrellas evi- 
dently stayed with him all over 
the world, we gather from a very 
subtle compliment paid in 1855 
by the King of Burma to the 
Governor-General of India: in 
addressing whom the King term- 
ed himself “the monarch who 
reigns over the great umbrella- 
wearing chiefs of the Eastern 
count: "The Burmese sover- 
eign knew what would appea 
most to the Governor-General. 
“Your subjects love umbrellas, 


















as mine do,” he plainly meant 
to imply, “We may converse as 
equals.” From earliest times 


the umbrella has been one of the 
insignia of royalty and power 
in the Orient. Nineveh knew 
this as well as the Chinese 
magistrate, to whom no greater 
compliment could be paid by the 
people he ruled over than to pre- 
sent him with an honorific um- 
brella. Possibly the well-known 
fondness of Chinese for umbrel- 
Jax springs from a feeling that 
one must never be without the 
necessary apparatus, in case a 
end wishes to indict upon it 
‘a public compliment to the own- 
er. Not many years ago the 
Artillery Co., S.V.C., went to 
‘Woosung to practise firing.

In Shang- 
hai umbrellas, so far as the 
foreign population goes, are 
practically a curio. Years ago 
the present writer brought out 
an umbrolla from Home and left 
it one evening.in the stand of 
a wellknown club,” It im- 
mediately disappeared. At the 
time the deprived owner felt like 
writing to the Committee. But 
calmer reflexion convinces him 
that whoever took the umbrella 
was not so much a thief as a 
collector, whose passion for the 
bizarge and archaic had got be- 
yond his control. As a matter 
‘of fact, it is impossible to use 
an umbrella in'Shanghai. Take 
such a day as yesterday.aud try, 
along The Bund for instance. At 
the first corner the umbrella is 
‘crushed together on your head, 
extinguishing you like Robinson 
Crusoe’s parrot. "At the next, it 
is blown clean inside out. - “At 
the third, a gust catches it 
sideways and forces you, help- 

sly, under the nearest wheel- 
barrow. In the end, it seems 
less dangerous to shut up the 
umbrella and get wet. After all, 
‘one reflects, in ancient Greece 
the carrying of umbrellas was 
considered effeminate. The word 
fas lost much of its meaning 
now,-but seareely more so than 
umbrellas. Tet them go together 
into the dustbin of antiquity. 
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INDIA IN THE BALANCE 
Mar- 9, 

On February 3 a hartal, oF 
day of public mourning, ‘was 
declared in Bombay; the chief 
places of business were closed 
and long processions with black 
banners swept through the 
streets. It was the day of 
arrival of the Commission under 
Sir John Simon, which is to 
investigate India’s fitness for 
extension of self-government, 
under the Montagu-Chelmsford 
reform scheme, From the first 
announcement of this Commis- 
sion a certain section of the 
Indian peoples have made a 
deplorable uproar. Because no 
Indians are included in the Com- 
mission itself, they declared that 
the British "Government was 
deliberately insulting them, 
‘Therefore a universal boycott, 
hartals everywhere, and a steam: 
launch at Bombay bearing a 








torian voice and a megaphone, 





id the Commission stop in 
their liner and go home again. 
The agitation, like most of those 
conducted by Hindu politicians 
is devoid of truth and reason. 
The Commission has been sent 
out more than a year ahead of 
the time provided for by the 
Montagu-Chelmsford scheme, 
which does not look as if the 
government thought that India 
was unworthy of further fran- 
chise. To have included in it 
any Indian must have meant in-) 
cluding at least a dozen, of 
different creeds and races, which 
would have reduced the whole 
work of the Commission to the 
proverbial dog-fight. The Com- 
mission's duties are purely in- 





vestigatory, and at all stages 


Indian views will be given the 
fullest opportunity of presenting 
themselves, Finally, before 
Parliament discusses the Com- 
mission’s report, it will be 
examined by a Parliamentary 
Committee in which the Indian 
peoples will be fully repre- 
sented. 

In recent weeks opposition to 
the proposed boycott has arisen 
strongly enough to prevent any 
chance of its being at all gen- 
eral. On this subject even the 
Brahmans are divided. The 
seventy million Muslims, thi 
non-Brahman Hindus, the Sikhs 
of the Punjab, the sixty million 
“untouchables”—whom the caste 
Hindus, to cover up their own 
arrogance towards them, politely 
describe as the “depressed races’ 
—all these have no part in the 
doings of the agitators. Very 
much indeed the reverse, since 
it is all to their interest to see 
that the present Commission 
does not repeat the mistakes 
made by the authors of the 
‘Montagu-Chelmsford Scheme, 
who acted as if one or two 
million politically minded In- 
dians were fairly representative 
of the whole population of India. 
The great mass of Moslems fear 
political exploitation by the more 
nimble-witted Hindus; and the 
case of the “untouchables” is 
particularly deserving of sym- 
pathy. Under the British raj 
their claim to be treated as 
human beings has been insisted 
upon, with the’ result ‘that for 
the first time in India’s history 
they have been able to get fair 
play and to raise . themselves 
from their age-long humiliation, 
Any extension of self-govern- 
ment they view with dread and 
abhorrence, knowing full well 
that it would mean their being 
instantly thrust down again into 
the mire by the caste Hindus, 
who must even now throw away 
their food if so much as the 
shadow of an “untouchable” fall 
across it, Hence the insistent 
demand fox separate communal 
representation -by othe 
caste Hindus—a demand which 
the latter oppose, -because It 
destroys that unreal pretence of 
common citizenship and common 
nationality which is the whole 
basis of thar claim to self- 
government. 

‘Since the publication of Miss 
Mayo’s book “Mother’ India” it 
is impossible to form a just view 
of the. momentous questions 
which Sir John Simon's Commis- 
sion has to investigate, without 
considering the revelations that 
book contains. Nobody who 
knows India denies that those 
revelations are true, though no 
doubt there are things to be 
said on the other side. Miss 
Mayo's strong point is that she 
is an American, that she went 
through India in a spirit of 
impartial inquiry and that she 
quotes chapter and verse for 
every statement. Her verdict 
may be summed up as follows: 
for British administration she 
has abundant praise, but she. 
says, what does it  signity 
whether government is good or 
bad so long as India’s troubles 
are those of her own making, 
which none but she can remove, 
but against which she will not 
lift a finger? On the contrary, 
‘any, attempt to ameliorate them 
is violently resisted by Hindus, 
as in the case of the British 
Government's proposals to raise 
by law the age of consent in 

By the last Census 
ies (of 1921) there were 
597 Hindu widows under a year 
old, 11,892 under five, 97,000 
under ten and 330,000 under 
fifteen. The Hindu view is that 
when a wife loses her husband, 
it is for sins she has committed 
in a previous existence; there- 
fore she is henceforward to be 
tabu, condemned to an isolation 
and servitude worse than deathy 
As for Miss Mayo’s account of 
child marriages and childbirth, 
except for its evident sincerity 
and sympathy, it is almost foo 
terrible to read. It is significant

non-co-operation and the khilafat 
agitations, but now withdrawn 
from polities, fully endors 
what Miss Mayo says, althougl 
he does not think Englishmen o1

wrath of orthodox Hindus. But 
one cannot agree with him that 
foreigners should not read 
“Mother India.” After all, which 
should humanity consider most 
—the one or two politically 
minded Indians, who have done 
little ‘but talk?’ Or the other 
two hundred and fifty millions 
who represent the best peoples 
of India? Miss Mayo's work 
may yet be in time to prevent 
further sacrificing to the fetish 
of self-determination and politi- 
cal expediency. 























THE DECLINE IN; 
HANDWRITING

One of the London papers has 
been attacking the badness .of 
modern handwriting. “How 
many boys,” it asks, “realize 
what bad” handwriting costs 
their parents?” Anti it goes

No fewer than 60 per cent, of the 
public and secondary schoolboys of 
18 years and over who apply for 
clerkships in the great banks fail 
inthe handwriting test, 

If the applicant has outstanding 
qualifications, this may means only 
& lemporary’set-ack—after a few 

nvotting” at handwriting 
he is allowed to. present hima 
again with every chance of secur 
his appointment. In the meantime, 
instead of earning, he has remained 
4 charge on his parents, 
But in many cases the'applicant 
has too little to offer of other 
‘qualities in compensation for the 
poorness of his writing and he 
is told to seek elsewhere. ‘The 
‘oad to what looked like a most 
promising job is barred by the 
condition. “good . handwriting 
essential,” or -by (which means 
the same thing) “apply in own 
handwriting.” Hove, it nao, 
is another of the inherent de- 
ficiencies of the mechanization 
of oustage. The paper we have 
been quoting offers a variety of 
8, a8 that masters do not 
atriotly enough insist on pupils 
writing legibly; or that the inten- 
sive methods of modein teach- 
ing ruin a boy's handwriting 
by foreing him to scribble down 
his notes at breakneck sp 
Which we believe to be sheer 
nonsense, Or, if it is not, there 
is surely much amiss’ with 
educational methods to-day, 
quite apart from handwriting. 
‘The typewriter is really at. the 
bottom of the whole mischief. 

From amongst the mists’ of 
infancy one. recalls glimpses 
of an office in which, at 
desks as high as Bob Crateh- 
it’s, sat half-a-dozen writing 
clerks, as they were called 
in those days, writing from 
morn till eve, Every letter that 
went out of that office was writ- 
ten by hand, and might almost 
have been written by the samo 
































hand. One recalls how “the 
dearest girl in the world,” in 
order to help Traddles in his 


junior days, cultivated a hand- 
writing that looked “extraordin- 
arily stiff and legal.” ‘The point 
to emphasize is that the “clerkly 
hand"—a phrase, of course, 
which originated from something 
much higher and more scholarly 
than a writing clerk—was per- 
fectly legible; and there were 
very few. mistakes. In those 
days plenty of ladies still wrote 
“Italian writing,” with elbow 
close to side and pen and hand 
sloped well to the right. Clas: 

ical writing 20 called, uprigl 
and roundér, was only just be- 
coming general and was not 
wholly approved by: the old- 
fashioned. But in either. style 
people were as careful of the 
matter of what. they set down 
as of the manner. Letter-writing, 
was still something of an art 
and style was one of the ve 
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‘eognized marks of education, 
Thoughts had to be as clear and 
‘eonnected as the writing down 
‘of them must be legible. Not 

exybody, perhaps, could write 

beautiful hand, but it was 
dnexcusable to write illegibly; 
‘and even now it is less effort 
‘to read the faded, crossed and 
reerossed letters ‘of old days 
than it is to make out some 
modern letters, freed though 
‘they are by cheap postage from 
the laborious economies of the 
past. No doubt there are plenty 
‘of other explanations of the 
decline of polite and pretty 
‘writing, It is the fashion to 
say that the Victorians had more 
time for everything than we 
have; and, like most fashions, 
there is veiy little solid reason 
at the back of it. With all our 

















Jabour-saving devices we should | 


have more spare time than they, 
not less, The most direct cause 
of bad writing, in both senses 
of the word, is undoubtedly the 
typewriter, 

We admit everything that can 
be said in its favour, To us 
one argument very near hom: 
it saves an enormous amount of 
trouble when working with Chi- 

ie printers. And there are 
careful souls who  typewrite 
beautifully: probably, however, 
they would be careful in an; 
thing. But, in the main, we do 
not hesitate to say that the type- 
writer spells badly, punctuates 
Indifferently and tends to be- 
come shockingly verbose and 
ungrammatical. ‘There is a dis 
eipline in writing by hand, when 
trouble is taken to form the 
letters clearly and regularly, 
which the mechanical tapping 
of a typewriter seems to lack. 

One cannot imagine Scott or 

Dickens or Thackeray using a 

typewriter; and Thackeray cer- 

tainly wrote an exquisite hand, 
while Dickens wrote beautifully. 
as, we think, did Scott. One of 
tho most careful stylists of 

‘modern timen, by the way, Arnold 

Bennett, writes very finely, and 

deliberately cultivates the art of 

caligraphy. for its own sake. 

‘Against this, we know of au- 

hors who ‘compose directly 
pon the typewriter and whose 
orks bear witness thereto. We 

do not fear that the advertising 
department will “et back at us” 
for this praising of a vanished 
and now unprofitable art, Type- 
writers have come to stay. In 
offices they are indispensable, 
although some people _ still 
apologize for using them when 
‘writing a private letter. But 
‘ono hopes that British school 
boys will take to heart the warn- 
ing with which this article 
began, Who knows, when they 
have mastered the art of pen- 
manship, but that we may get 
reil novelist once more?

‘The protest of the Nantao and 
other local rice merchants against 
the organization of an examination 
office, which is to charge a nominal 
examination Yeo, is in. reality’ a 
complaint of the business man 
against the tendency in government 
to over-organize the bureaux to 
control and .direct trade. This 
tendency is bound to have an un- 
fortunate effect upon the free move. 
ment of goods, which it will 
undoubtedly hamper. During the 
begining of this century, there was. 
fa tendency in most modern coun- 
tries to create all sorts of offices 
to control trade, the object origin- 
ally being to prevent fraud, to 
protect "the consumer, to avoid 
tunjust prices—generally to end the 
“freedom of trade” era which made 
it possible for the manufacturer 
‘andthe wholesaler to place tho 
retailer and the consuming public st| 














their mercy. ‘Then the pendulum 
‘ewung the other way and trade was 
so hampered by regulations and 
offices that a greater freedom had 
be recognized if business was 
continue at all. That greater 
frcedom resulted in the creation of 
huge industrial corporations. and 
selling organizations which have 
reduced tho price of commoditi 
while actually succeeding in pr- 
ducing a superior article. The 
modern Chinese who is entrusted 
with the task of organizing efficient. 
governmental agencies seems to. 
follow the governmental tendency. 
of over-orgynizing and over-con~ 
trolling trade. The result can only 
be such a hampering of the efforts 
of the merchants to move their 
‘goods, that trade will suffer and the 
merchant will take his chances on 
safer but less constructive invest~ 
ments of his capital. It would 
seem that after the past two lean 
years, the various governmental

would strive to promote business 
rather than to find new means of 
regulating it, The rice merchants!

NEW PEKING SCHEME TO RAISE MONEY 





Plan to Register Architects and Contractors for a Considera- 
tion: Applicants Required to Divulge Capital

Peking, Feb. 23. 

‘The rumour has gone about the 
town that some supernumerary 
official, inspired by the poverty 
stricken police, has justified his ex- 
istonce by drafting a set of regula 
tions governing the qualifications 
and registration of architects and. 
building contractors with a view to 
enhancing the revenue of the -local 
civil authorities whose province is 
always being encroached upon by the 
needs of the warriors in the field. 
‘A very large class of persons is 
ated about this new scheme for| 
aishing the wind, which is similar] 
to but not quite so ambitious as the 
scheme mooted a few months aj 
for imposing “regulations” upon 
‘Shanghai bankers. Not only the 
‘contractors but the dealers in build- 
ing materials, bricklayers, mason: 
carpenters, plasterers and the like| 
are already talking of organizing to, 
sist. According to report, which| 
4s vouched for by leading contractors! 
who have been warned by official 
{riends, the regulations will provide 
‘that all architects and contractors! 
must be registered, the fee being: 
$50 per annum, after which they 
‘will be examined and divided into 
‘threo classes. ‘Those with forelgn 
degroes or degrees from certain’ 
native institutions will be permitted 
to plan gnd build foreign style build- 
ings, bridges and the like, undertak- 
ing steo! and concrete work; those 
‘with some training in the science of 
building will bo limited to contracts, 
for details for which they are 
‘qualified, alterations and repairs; 
‘while native builders with no school- 
ing but experience will be permitt 
to erect buildings In the Ci 
style only.

Having provided for registration 
‘and qualification, the regulations 
then go on to say'that each contract 
mist also be registered bofore work 
commences and the contractor must 
fn each instance prove to the govern 
‘ment officer that he has available 
capital equivalent to one third of 
tthe eatimated cost of the work to be 
done. If he has a $200,000 contraet| 
‘thorofore he must prove that he has| 
$100,000 nnd show where he has it, 
Which will bo glad tidings to all 
officialdom, great and small. It is

VERY DIRTY WORK IN 
CHEKIANG 


‘Troops with Robbers for Looting 
then Turn Against Them 





Fros Our Own Conrsronoexr 
Taichow, Che, Feb. 18. 

One of the most daring robberies 
in the memory of the oldest in- 
habitants took place at Haimen on 
Monday evening and Tuesday morn- 
ing Inst. Like the people of Laish, 
the Haimenites were “quiet and se- 
eure,” or at least were not anti- 
cipating the happening of anything 
unusual, but in the meantime a 
band of about twenty men, who 
peared tc be educated, Inv-abid- 
ing members of society, were busy 
Planning a daring coup. Walking 
About amongst the people, without 
attracting any particular attention, 
they arranged an attack upon cer- 
tain points in Haimen. 

Word was brought to the com- 
mander of Chinese troops stationed 
at that centre that some of his men 
intended to join a band of robbers, 
s0 immediately he had them called 
tegether and personally asked them 
whether this report were true, and 
whether they were going to support 
robbers or remain loyal to Him, 
“We are poing to join the robbers,” 
was the quick reply. Upon this, 
the officer immediately shot the one 
‘whom he believed to be a ringleader, 
and at once some of the men raised 
their rifles and shot him dead. The 
rmutineers then joined the robbers 
‘nd about nine o'clock began their 
work of speliation. With the great- 
fest coolness, they boarded one of 
the Shanghai steamers and mai 
good haul. ‘They visited steam 
launches and despoited passengers 
of their dellars, treating. with dis- 
dain cent pieces and coppers. They 
Visited the bank and made a big. 
hhole in money deposited there, also 
forcing leciing eitizens to pay biz 
sums. "They seem to have had a 
Dusy time and, from their point of 
view, a prefitable one. ‘They forced 
some of the well-to-do people to 
pay a few hundred dollars, promis- 
{ing them that, if they paid up quiet- 
1y, they. would be. protected from 
Violence and further ‘robbery! 


‘Thieves Fall Out 


‘Satisfled with their work, the rob- 
bers retired for the night, but be- 
fore daylight the next day, some 
of their sccomplices returned to the 
mean-of-war at anchor in the river, 
and, as toon as daylight appeared, 
commenced an attack upon the rest, 
A regular engagement took place 
‘and several soldiers were killed. 
In the meantime, the local authori- 
ties had sent out urgent messages 
for help, evidently before the rob- 
bers had interfered with the  tele- 
graph office. Soldiers poured in 
from various quarters, and the 
ation soon was well in hand. 
fost of ‘the raiders got away, but 
their leader and three or four others 
‘were caught and beheaded the fol- 
lowing day. 


‘The majority of them were local 
men living within a fow miles of 
Haimen. During their operations, 
they visited the telegraph office and 
‘were about to smash up the appa- 
ratus, but the official in charge, a 
Chinese, begged them not to | do 
that, so they contented themselves 
with putting it out of action for the 
time being. How much Communists 
hhad to do with the matter it is hard 
to say, bat certainly the local offi- 
cials were not to blame, and they 
deserve praise for the prompt and 
effective measures they took to res- 
tore: order ‘and confidence. 

I spent the Saturday before the 
oiitlook in Haimen and everything

It is impossible to pass an opinion

BIG SWORDS 


Hunghutze Given Free Hand int 
‘Their Suppression

Much has recently appeared, both 
in the Chinese and forcign press, 
about the activities of the Ta Tou 
Hwei (Big Sword Society) in the 
Tungwha district and the expedition 
ed by Tuchun Wa of Heilungkiang 
‘against them. He had under, him 
over 3,000 troops of all sorts, more 
than double the number of the in- 
surgents who have been defeated and 
dispersed. ‘Their leader, a Taoist 
prefect, was caught by a ruse and 
executed, whilst orders were issued 
not to give quarter in any of the 
villages which had been sheltering 
his followers. ‘The Heilungkiang 
cavalrymen, for the most part 
enlisted Hunghutze from the wild 
north, taking advantage of ‘the 
order, sacked all the places they 
visited, and, after committing exe 
cesses of all sorts, fired villages and 
hamlets. Many ‘innocent persons, 
including women and children, were 
butchered, whilst cattle, horses, 
pigs, and’ poultry were seized and 
eaten, 

After being in the field for somo 
two weeks, General Wu, a hardened 
soldier of G7, returned to Mukden 
on horseback unshaken by the hard- 
ships of winter travel in the wilds 
‘of Manchuria, satisfied with the 
rude methods’ he had employed, 
they had been swift and effective as 
a whole, and he was able to tele- 
graph to Marshal Chang that the 
suppression had been complete, Tt 

aid that nearly 2,000 Big Swords 
lost their lives, whilst the govern- 
ment casualties were about 50-killed 
and four times this number wounded.

An Adventurous Story 


‘The story of the voyage of the 
Praga and of 











those on board of her and those 
‘who, in the course of her trip, went

were loaded into her a huge eon:

Soviet Interest 
While there, nothing of supreme 
importance seems to have happened, 
the most interesting event connected 
with the ship being the visit one 
dark night of some Soviet agents 
who, after distributing — golden 
guilders with a gratifying open- 
handedness, were permitted by some 
‘members of the crew to burst open 
fone of the cases of rifles, The 
Soviet gentlemen had no felonious 
Intent, however, forall they wanted 
to do, and all they did, wa: 
Soue & few waxes impreasony of 
the makers’ imprint on some of the 
rifles. What they wanted the im- 
prints for is Moscow's business, 
and if Moscow does not know its 
‘own business, we should ,like to 
Know which city in the world does. 
After leaving Antwerp, the 
Praga encountered dirty weather in 
the Channel, and had to put into 
Portsmouth for shelter, leaving n 
fow days later and getting to 
Gibraltar, and thence through the 
Mediterranean to Suez, without 
much trouble and certainly without. 
much haste. We will say little 
more of the voyage from Suez to 
the Far East than that it took the 
Praga 66 days to reach Manila! 


A Dirty Ship 

She could never do more than 
oven knots, she had a very dirty 
bottom, the met very bad weather, 
her crew became disaffected and 
scurvy made its appearance, ana 
generally it seems to have been a 
‘most undesirable sort of trip for 
‘those who made it. Add to these 
troubles the knowledge which was 
theirs that on arrival in China

Mr. Enigma 


Now, it is the happenings when 
and after the Praga arrived at 
‘Manila that would form the real 
story. If it could be written in fult 
it would tell of the arrival there 
‘of a Kuomintang agent whom we 
will refer to as the Enigma.”

“Even owners of 100 mow of land 
are compelled to beg because of 
famine conditions in western Shan-

‘The gradual change in the popular 
American attitude towards China's 
‘affairs from one of warm sympathy 
with “Nationalism” to one of con- 
temptuous indifference lately ha: 
‘been revealed through a disconcer- 
ting refusal to support the most 
conspicuous American missionary 
institution in Peking.

CANTON CURRENCY 
DEPRECIATION 


Attempts to Revive Central Bank 
Notes’ Value 





Frost Ove Own Contssroxnent 


Hongkong, Feb, 25. 
‘The Hongkong public who hold 
bank notes of the Central Bank of 
Canton have some hope of their 
returning to face value, Altogeth- 
er, there were about | $20,000,000 
of these notes in South of 
which $2,000,000 are held by local 
‘merchants and native bankers. ‘The 
reason why Hongkong has so many 
of these notes is that, before their 
depreciation, the merchants in Can- 
ton paid for all goods in these notes 
Whenever a Chinese firm in this' 
Colony had any dealings with the 
Canton Government, Canton bank- 
notes were invariably the considera- 
tion for all contracts, 

Reports stating that the Chinese 
officials are making serious efforts 
to bring these notes back to par 
do not stem to have any stabilizing 
effect, because rumours are current 
that the Canton government is not 

ieere in attempting to restore the 
credit of these depreciated Hotes. 
This indifference, it is said, is due 
to the fact that General ' Chang 
Fa-kuei and his colleagues had in 
their possession about $7,000,000 of 
Central Bunk notes, and if the paper 
money is restored to its former 
value, it means that the result will 
benefit the enemies of the present 
Canton régime, 

However, the value of this paper 
currency has increased a few points 
this week, and one dollar note 
worth 82 (H. K,) cents. 

In spite of the foregoing account, 
itis stated that the Instone Banking 
Corpokation, a new local concern, 
fa interested to a considerable ex- 
tent in a big loan advanced to Li 
Chi-hsin's government. Verbal ne- 
gotiations have been going on, and 
it is said that the Bank will come 
to such terms with the borrowers as 
they may appear satisfactory. 
‘The parties virtually agree that the 
money advanced must be used 
directly for the stabilization of the 
paper currency and not for other 
purposes. 

In connection with this_matter, 
Mr. Feng Cho-man, Canton Commis: 
sioner of Finance, was until a few 
days ago again in Hongkong where 
he interviewed leading merchants 

1d bankers. The local bankers are 
willing to render what assistance 
they ean to Mr. Feng provided that 
whatever he gets here, the money 
‘obtained shall not be squandered for 
military and personal expenses as 
in the previous loan of $6,000,000 
forced upon the Canton public. A 
reassuring factor in the present in- 
stance is said to be the participation 
in the loan by the Chamber of 
Commerce of that city. 

From banking circles, it is learn- 
ed that General Li Chi-hsin, the 
head of the Canton administration, 
may shortly pay a visit to Hon 
Kong in connection with financial 
negotiations. His pretext is to give 
‘a return dinner to the local mer 
chants and British officials for the 
entertainment and hospitality ex- 
tended to him on his recent passage 
through Hongkong from Shanghai 
to Canton. 

A prominent banker points, out 
to the writer that the Hongkong 
bankers and merchants are taking 
‘a more favourable attitude than a 
month ago towards assisting the 
Canton régime to tide over the pre- 
sent financial erisis because — the 
ation has somewhat im- 
the Canton government, 
under the virtual dictatorship of 
General Li Chi-hsin, seems to have 
a stable existence.’

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RECORD GOLD AND 
SILVER ROBBERY 


$91,000 Worth of Bullion and 
Notes Carried Of 


One of the most sensational arm- 
‘ed robberies yet perpetrated in 
Shanghai took place last Friday 
evening off Peking Road, $91,000 in 
gold bars, silver and Totes’ being 
Stolen from the Dah Tung Trans- 
port Company, situated at U 112 
Poking Road, 

Tt appears that the Transport 
Company had been commissioned to 
receive a shipment of gold and silver 
from Chinkiang and the bullion duly 
arrived at Shanghai North Station 
last Friday afternoon, It was trans- 
ported to the company’s premises 
without incident and the manager 
‘and assistants had duly deposited 
it in a safe in.a back room. The 
manager had returned to the main 
office when six men entered, four 
of whom were armed. They first 
‘searched the iron boxes in which 
the bullion had been transported, 
meanwhile holding up the entire 
staff and bolting the doors of the 
office. At the point of pistols, the 
‘manager was forced to disclose the 
safe in which the gold had been 
deposited and the robbers quickly 
removed the gold to a waiting 
‘motor ear and drove away. Ne 
shots were fired and no arrests had 
eon effected at a late hour last 
night, 








Other Big Hauls 
At 8.05 p.m., five mon, three of 
whom were armed, entered a shop 
at 852 Avonue Edward VIL and 
obtained! $1,000 in notes, 

At 6.15 p.m, foyr men, two 
of whom were mrmed, entored 5 
Bungstung-loong in the Sinza dis 
trict’ and decamped with $1,300 
in money, jewellery and clothing. 
At 625 ‘p.m. five men, all armed, 
entered 103 Myburgh Road. #n 
alarm was raised and they decamp- 
ed. In this case there was nothing 
stole 

During the day there were other} 
armed robberies involving over 
$1,000. No amrests. have bewn’ 
effected.

POLICE IN FIGHT WITH 
ARMED ROBBERS 





One Wounded in Battle: Ten 
Arrested Afterwards 


During an armed battle between 
the police and subsequent to it, 
Aetectives and uniformed men ar- 
rested 14 persons, who wore eharg- 
cd with being’ armed robbers 
or associates of armed gangs. One 
of the gang was wounded in the 
arm as they left thelr vietim’s house 
on Thusday morning. 

‘A gang of six had entered 205 

Road. They tied up all 
imates with pleces of rope, 
or anything which they 
found, and proceeded to ransack the 
Dremises, remaining in the house 
about an hour. They finally left 
with about $2,500 in cash and other 
valuables. The chauffeur, who was| 
not too tightly bound, had loosened, 
hhis bonds, and blew a police whistle, 
which attracted police who were 
near the opening to the cul-de-sac 
‘on Seymout Road. 

In the battle which followed the 
police fired three shots and the rob- 
bers two. A Sikh wounded one of| 
the gunmen in the arm. He was| 
taken into custody. Det-Sgt. Slater, 
who was passing the scene, jumped 
from his motor bicycle, and joined 
in the fray, capturing another. 

Detectives captured two later, 
and rounded up 10 more-in a house, 
where they recovered the most of} 
the loot, including $400 which they 
found in the trouser leg of one of 
the gang. The victim has identiSed| 
four as having been in his house.

BURGLAR SHOT BY

Fleeing Chinese Shot in a 
Garden 


‘The police are associating two in- 
cidents in the world of crime which 
‘occurred early on Monday morning — 
the shooting by a foreigner of 
burglar who.tried to break into his 
house on Yuyuen Road, and the pre- 
sence of a Chinese at Gordon Road 
police station who reported that he 
had been robbed and shot by a friend 
and an unknown Chinese. ‘They 
propose to charge the wounded man 
with having attempted to commit 
the burglary.

Works, Lid, has retired after 33) 
years in this country, of which 27 
ave beon spent with’ the New En- 
gineering Works, and is to-day 
Teaving Shanghai for good, to settle 
in Vancouver, B. C. 

My, Blechynden, who was born 
in Now Zealand in 1880, came to 
‘Shanghai when he was but 16 years 
of. age, He belongs to a well- 
Imown engineering family. After| 
aerving his apprenticeship with the 
Shanghai Engineering Works be- 
twoen 1805 and 1000, during which 
time he served as an engineer in the 
China Merchants 8. N. Con, he w 
engaged in erecting machinery at 
‘the Tussian Coal 3fines. 

In 1001, his father, the late Mr. 
John Blechynden, who was an old 
Japan hand, founded the New En- 
iinecring Works in this port, and 
Mr, Blechynden joined his father’s 
‘frm, which eventually became the 
New Engineering & Shipbuilding| 
Works, Ltd,, ti 1904, He worked 
in all’ departments, including” the 
drawing office and estimates depart- 
‘mont. During this early period of 
tig firm’s history, Mr, Blechynden 
erected buildings, ofl tanks, boilers, | 
‘and machinery in Chinkiang, Han- 
kow, ‘Tongku, Peking, Weihaiwel

Mr, Blechynden thought that they 
swere very good indeed, He ex- 

eed no. troublo with them -at 
y'They were loyal workers it 
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‘one won their confidence. “They 
are very skilful and pick up very 
quickly,” Mr, Blechynden said, 
and some of the Chinese foremen 
are just as good as some foreigners 
in the works. We have had no 
trouble with them whatever.’ 

Mr. Blechynden is the holder of the 
China Expeditionary Force medal. 
‘He served in the 8. V. Co. Artillery 
Co, for two years from 1900, and, 
during and following the Great War, 
he was a member of the Maritime 
Co, 8. V. C., serving from 1916 to| 
1921. He. is a member of the 
Shanghai Club, the Shanghai En- 
gineers Club and the Yacht Club, 

A Keen Sportsmen 

In his early days he took a keen 
interest in sport. He played Rugby 
football during his school days and 
was interested in cricket, boxing, 
fishing and shooting. Owing to 
pressure of business recently he has 
not taken as much interest in sport 
8 he would have wished. He used 
to ride a great deal and, as he says, 
during his stay in South Manchuria 
prior to 1900. 

‘Mr, Blechynden js married and 
18 three sons, all of whom are 
‘studying in Brighton College, Eng- 
land, and who will join him in 
Canada later. His wife will accom- 
pany him to Vancouver by the 
©.P.0.8. Empress of Ri 
day. As stated, Mr. snd Mrs, 
Blechynden will ‘settle in British 
Columbia and they do not expect 
to return to Olina or even to Mr. 
Blechynden’s birthplace, New Zes- 
land.

Chinese Health Department's 
Good Work 

Adequate meat inspection _bids| 
fair to become an actuality in Chin- 
ese districts where the Public Health 
Department of the Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai has been at work: 
steadily for several months to bring 
about better hygienic conditions| 
generally. The new ruling that all 
‘meat sold at markets in the dis-| 
tricts under the health authorities|

by inspectors, was put into effect on| 
December 27.

DEATH OF DET-SUPT. 
CRUICKSHANK 


Well Known Officer's Demise 
After Short Retirement 


Cabled advices were received here 
‘on Tuesday from Scotland, which an- 
nounced the death of former De- 
tective _ Superintendent — James! 
Cruickshiink, who-had served with| 
distinction and valour-for 21 years 
with the S.M.P., receiving the D.S.C. 
and the Long. Service Medal, as 
‘well as recognition from the Chi- 
nese Government—the Chia Ho! 
Class Vand VII, and the Striped 
Tiger Class IV. 

‘The late police officer was about 
55 years of -age, joining locally on| 
Suly 22, 1905, and retiring on July| 
31,1925, 

‘Mr. Cruickshank was typical 
son of the country and county from 
which he hailed, Aberdeenshire— 
quiet, cautious, shrowd, steady, a 
hard ‘worker and a fine’ example to 
the lower ranks. He ‘commenced 
police work at a very early age, 
‘earlier probably than the authorities 
Jot the Aberdeen City Police were 
aware of, but he quickly demon- 
strated that, if he happened to be 
a few months younger than’ he 
‘ought to have been before donning | 








eye upon age limits, 
Early Work 

As so frequently happens with 
the young Highlander, the bounds| 
of the homeland were quite in- 
sufficient to hold Mr, Cruickshank, 
and at an early age he crossed| 
the Tweed, Mr, Cruickshank went| 
to South Africa early in 1902, on re- 
ceiving an appointment in the South- 
ern Rhodesian Constabulary and 
was stationed in many districts in 
that country. Early in 1904 he| 
went to Ganads, but he remained 
there only about one year. 

Coming to Shanghai in July, 
1005, Mr. Cruickshank early mado 
hhis mark and eame under the notice 
of his superior officers for the con- 
sistently excellent mianner in which 
he discharged the duties allotted 
‘0 him. 


Study of Underworld 


He was transferred to the C.LD, 
in March, 1906, and he remained 
in that ' Department until he 
retired. His knowledge of tho 
underworld of Shanghai was pecu- 
liarly extensive for, in the many dis- 
triets of the town, 
with it on the st 
wharves and jetties; 
years he was to be found actively 
engaged on outside duty when he 
‘might well, had he so desired, have 
spent more of his time in’ office 
work. But Supt. Cruickshank was 
of the type of men who seem to 
make a hobby of their work and 
‘ourite recreation of his was 
to long: hours on the strects, 
particularly in the Hongkew and 
‘Wayside districts, studying the ways 
of life of those criminals and sus- 
pects with whom he was aequaint- 

In recent years, Supt. Ci 
shank devoted his ‘time to the or 
ganigation and leadership of the 
special anti-armed robber branch 
of the C.L.D., for work in connee- 
tion with which he wad frequently 
commended by different courts. 
‘This work, it goes without saying, 
was at ‘times dangerous in 
the extreme and Mr. Cruickshank's 
life was no easy one. He was in- 
iably prominent in many of the 
raids “which he and his trained 
operatives made against armed 
robbers, 

Before his rotirement and depart- 
ture for Scotland, where be pur- 
chased a small estate, and where 
it is belioved that he di 
Superintendent received many mem- 
fentoes, emblematical of the esti 
mation in which his superiors held 
hhim and the affection of the junior 
ranks.

FOR CHINESE 


Interesting Mission of Mr. J. 
Bailie to England 


Mz, Joseph Boilie, formerly Dean 
of the College of Agriculture and 
Forestry, University of Nanking, 
and now organizing director of the 
Chinese Institute of — Technical 
‘Training, is leaving for England to= 
day by the ‘MMS. Sphinx. 

For the past eight years’ Mr. 
Bailie has been endeavouring to im- 
prove the conditions of women and 
hildren workers in factories in 
China. His idea is to have Chinese} 
students trained in America and 
England in large factories with a 
view to their eventually taking up 
positions with mercantile and in- 
dostrial undertakings in China. He 
‘has. been instrumental in finding 
positions in the U.'S. A. for over 
600 students—100 of whom are now 
‘employed by the Ford Motor Co. 
‘They, therefore, obtain the best 
training possible in large engineer- 
ing and other indostrial concerns. 
Ho now proposes to endeavour to 
place a number of students in Eng- 
land. Committees have been form- 
ed in America and China and it is 
the founder's iden to form a com- 
mittee in England with a view to 
‘earrying out his scheme. “Owing to 

e new immigration laws now i 
foree in America, it is Mr, Baille's 
Proposal to place a number of 
graduates, now at work in Anseri 
in England in engineering and other 
undertakings. 


The Institute's Aims 
‘An extract from the constitution 
‘and by-laws of the Chinese Institute 
of Technical Training is a8 follows: 
For the purpose of assisting in- 
dustries in China to avoid known 
evils of industrialism and to achieve 
humane ends, by imparting to both 
tho employers and employed, by 
means of schools and lectures’ and 
other educational devices, the neces- 
sary knowledge of mutual depend- 
fence and mutual benefit from co- 
operation between labour and. 
capital, and “also the importance of 
efficiency, leading thereby to mutual 
understanding and good harmony 
in the industries; for the purpose of 
assisting apprentices and students 
in industries, in the acquisiti 
theoretical and practical education 
and of promoting co-operative 
edueation between industrial schoole 
‘and industrial plants in China, and 
of assisting Chinese technical 
students with advice and introd 
tion to plants for practical exper 
fenco, in China and in foreign cou 
ries} and for the purpose of keop- 
ing technically qualified experts and

‘The chief absorbing Suntries for 
silver continue to be India and 
China and any serious falling off in 
their consumptive power would soon 
react on the price of the metal, In 
forming an opinion upon the future 
trend of the silver market, an im- 
portant factor to be borne in mind 
is the policy which is likely to be 
adopted by the Indian Government 
with regard to their holdings of 
silver in the form of silver rapecs 
and uncoined silver of 196.68 fine 
ness, which at the end of the year 
represented the equivalent of about 
standard ozs. 407 millions, 

"The world’s silver production” for 
1927 is put at about standard ozs. 
275 millions, which is roughly the 
same as the revised figures for 1926, 
To arrive at the total amount of 
iver available daring 1927, there 
should be added to the production 
figures about ozs. 30 millions 
resenting silver sold by the Indian 
Government, sales by the Bank of 
France and silver shipped from 
Japan to Shanghai.

** Discount Market 

‘The disconnt market in London 
ruled very steady throughout the 
year and, with the exception of a 
few weeks in April and May, when 
‘the quotation for 3 m/s Bills drop- 
ed a little below 4 per cent. the rate 
was more or less stabilised at 
4.5/16 per cent. The only altera- 
tion in the Bank of England rate 
was a reduction on April 21, 
to 43 per cent. from the 5 per 
cent. level at which it had 
stood since the 3rd December 1925. 
Day to day money did not pursue 
quite the same even cou ve and 
while the average rate over the 
whole year was a little under 4 per 
ent. there were frequent varia- 
tions in the daily rate be- 
tween 34 per cent. and 5 por 
cent, owing to the constant changes 
from a plethora to a stringeney in 
the floating supply of eredit. 

‘The total ammount to Treasury Bills 
outstanding highest in 
January at £675 million.

‘The control exercised by the Bank 
of England over the London discount 
market during 1927 is mo doubt 
Justified by the necessity of placing 
guard against any weake 
Bank's gold position in 
cially, of the possibility of 
‘sury note issue being taken over 
the Bank in the near future. It is 
probably a temporary expedient and 
there is, certainly, yood reason to 
hhope so for it is unquestionable that 
to retain its premier position as the 
entre for international trade, the 
London discount markot must be 9 
free one so as to attract an ample 
‘supply of mercantile bills. Such 
bills ave the true index of trade he- 
sides affording the simplest possible 
instrument for reeulating the 
volume of erodit. ‘The measures 
‘adopted have met with success, a8 
instanced by the upward movement 
in the London-New York exchange, 
bat it will be a relief when the 
situation permits of the withdrawal 
Jof any control and the money 
market regains its former freedom 
of action. 


‘The Cotton Trade 
It is a matter of grave concern 
‘that the Lancashire textile trade is 
suffering s0 severely from the con- 
traction of their China market. The 
inevitable damage to the trade re- 
sulting from the troubles in China 
is accentuated by Japanese competi- 
tion, the st of which show a 
[steady improvement at Great Bi

proportion mills in China 
Jare supplying the local . demand. 
With any ‘return to normal condi- 
tions in China, the cotton industry 
fis bound to-make rapid growth and 
‘it will need closer co-operation and 
jcheaper production on the part of 
the Lancashire mlinufeetorers to 
meet the keen competition. 

Im contrast to cottons, British 
‘woollen goods seem to be holding 
‘their own inthe China market. 

‘The European economig. situation 
has improved in complexion during 
‘the past year, helped by the pro- 
gressive stabilization of national 
currencies and the smoath transfer 
of reparations payments from Ger- 
many. 

‘The margin between discount 
rates in London and New -York, 
where the level was appreciably 
ower, induced, on the one hand, a 
greater financing of cotton bills 
‘etcetera in America, while on the 
other hand—assisted by our return 
to the gold standard—it attracted 
to London the floating balances of 
European céntral and other Banks 
which now run into very large 
figures. Sterling in terms of United 
States dollars advanced during the 
year from 4.85 to 4,883 and in 
December there arrived in London 
the first shipment of gold from the 
United States since 1920, 

‘The state of China's trade in 1927 
is reflected in the Customs revenue 
returns which show a fall of 12 per 
‘cent—from 78 to 68} millions of 
tacls—the first serious decline since 
1914. This setback is the natural 
result of civil disorders, party war, 
Iabour and agrarian unrest, military 
‘oppression and the absence of public 
security having combined to plac 
every sort of obstruction in’ ithe 
way of foreign and domestic com- 
merce, It is a depressing picture 
which T have to give and T regret 
that I can perceive little sign as 
‘yet of that clearing of our horizon 
‘which we are all so anxious to see. 


Better Hongkong Outlook 
Here in the South, we have 
suffered from the depredatio 
pirates, and a series of political 
‘changes at Canton has also had a 
hampering effect on mercantile 
enterprise. In spite of this, the 
trade of this Colony has shown a 
steady and healthy recovery from thet 
low ‘point reached in the previous 
year, though by no means equal in 
volume with that of three or four 
yenrs ago. A distinet improvement 
hhas occurred in piece goods, though 
the trade in now fecling the effect 
fof increased manufacturing costs, 
and thore has been a noticeable acti- 
vity in the export of wood oil which, 
locked on the Yangtze, is finding 
fan exit in the South. ‘Taking all 
into account, Hongkong’s record gor 
‘the year is not unsatisfactory and 
there are fair indications that the 
improvement is likely to continue. 
In the Yangtze Valley, the anti- 
British boycott has died’ down ex- 
‘cept at isolated points, but the bene- 
{it of this has been counter-balanced 
by the hindrance to transportation 
Jarising from war and brigandage, 
and by the crippling effect of de- 
preciated currency. To illustrate 
the extent of the former of these 
evils, I may instance the rise in the 
cost of freight between Shanghai 
and the province of Honan which 
‘has reached as much as nine times 
‘the normal figure, while in regard 
to the latter I need only refer to 
the embargo on silver and com- 
pulsory use of currency notes at 
hheavy market discount. 


China Exports Good 

In the North, the situation has 
[been less actute, military interfer- 
ence, thouzh severe, having been 
within relatively narrower bounds; 
‘but there too merchants have been 
heavily handicapped by irregular 
‘taxation and the disorganization of 
transport. 

Business throughout thé country: 
has thus necessarily been of a hand- 
to-mouth nature, but an enenurng- 
ing the rapid improve- 
‘ment which everywhere takes place 
s soon as local corditions become 
in the least tolerable. With the ex- 
ception of silk, which has had to 
‘contend with a very deprested mar- 
‘ket, exports have been surprisingly 
‘good, thanks largely to the dogged 
Dertinacity of the native merchants 
[who have found ways and means of 
getting cargo down to the treaty 
Ports in the face of the greatest 
obstacles and have, one is glad to 
‘add, found remunerative prices on 
the ‘whole to compensate them for 
tthe risk and expense. A good har 
vvest in Central China and a steady 



























































level of exchange have been helpful 
factors. 
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In India, a good monsoon has 
fagain ‘been accompanied by some: 
what disappointing trade conditions, 
Imports have been generally dul, 
‘while the export trade in cotton 
has suffered by the reduced capa- 
city of two principal markets, 
China and Japan, “In stabilizing the 
‘rupee, Indla has reached a goal to 
‘which we have“long been looking 
‘and from which we may hope for 
beneficial results in’ the future, 

‘The yoar has been uneventfal in 








ya, trade being on the whole easy, 
‘The American demand for rubber 
fell ahort of expectations, and rex 
striction on export had to be slightly 
raised to keep prices steady. 

‘The' Phillippine Islands suffered 
a ‘serious loss last summer in the 
death of General Leonard Wood, 
under whose wise and able admini- 
stration so much advance had been 
made towards stability and. pro- 
sperity. With a steady and.general 
improvement in the state of the 
population, the finances of the is- 
lands are getting on to an. incre 
ingly firm footing. 

‘Japan's economic progress receiv. 
ed a severe check last April in the 
financial crisis which followed the 
failure of the important firm of, 
/Suzuki and caused some thirty banks 
to close their doors. The crisis wa 
fn the whole, met with the courage 
and perseverance which We have 
learnt to expect from the Japani 
in their national adversities, and the 
work of reconstruction” which, 
though far from complete, has con- 
tinued unabated, will, it is hoped, 
bear fruit in the near future, A 
‘substantial increase in the export 
of raw silly although at low prices, 
set off the loss on cotton goods due 
to conditions in China, andthe year 
closed with an adverse trade balance 
lower by 145 million yen than that 
of 1928, 











Chinese Unrest 

After this brie€ survey of Far 
Enstorn trade conditions, I pass on 
to the general situation in our prin« 
cipal field of operations. In the

‘sphere it is disappointing that the 
course of affairs in China during the 
ast twelve months shows such-small 
improvement and that there is #0 
ttle progress to record towards a 
settlement of her domesic problems 
‘or of her foreign relations, — But 
though poor in result, the year has, 
been unuspally rich in'incident. The 
arrival of the British Defence Force 
and the conclusion of the much-de- 
bated Hankow Agreement at. the 
beginning of the year were followed. 
within 9 few weeks of our last 
meeting—by the Nanking affair 
which with its lamentable tale of 
‘murder and outrage marked the cul- 
minating point of the fierce _unti- 
foreign movement along the Yang- 
tre. This led to the evacuation, as 
4 measure of nafoty, of British sub- 
Jicets from all unprotected arcan in 
Nationalist territory, Shanghai 
Was, meanwhile, experiencing « ter- 
rorist régime, instituted and. or- 
(ganized by.Communist agents, which 
but for tho presence of the British 
troops would almost certainly have 
ended in the overrunning of the 
International Settlement with”aeri- 
ous loss of life and incalculable da- 
‘mage to property. 

‘The advance of the Southern a 
mics continued during the spring 
‘and brought the Nationalists ay fa 
‘as the Mellow River. In May th 
situation © precarious that 
Japan found it necessary to send 
troops to protect her nationals in 
the interior of Shantung. Peking 
was already threatened when a 
‘breach in the Nationalist party 
paralysed their military movement 
‘and put & stop to further progress 
Since then the tide of war between 
/North and South has cbbed and flow- 
ed, but the Yellow River has re- 
mained the highwatermark of the 
Nationalist thrust northward, The 
re-emergence of Marshal Feng Yue 
hsiang in the autumn, supported by 
the Shansi forces, placed Peking 
again in danger—this time from the 
West—and the Northem military 
allies, though they successfully re- 

pulsed tho attack, find themselves at. 
the end of the sear in control of a 
much reduced territory, At a rough 
‘estimate, two-thirds of China now 
flies the ‘Nationalist flag. 


‘The Nationalist Split 


‘The superficial expansion of the 
Nationalist movement is, however, 
‘more than outweighed by the ruinous 
cleavage in its ranks. ‘The solid- 
arity which marked the initial ad- 
vance from Canton has been re- 
placed by dissensions which threaten 
to wreck the party and render im 









































the Straits Settlements and Mala-- 
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Possible a united Netionalist govern- 
ment. The Kuomintang (the party 
‘on which the Nationalist Govern 
ment: jg basedyand the theoretical 
‘source of its power) first split into 
‘vwo, with rival Governments es- 
tablished at Nanking and-Hankow, 
‘and now tends. to dissolve into. a 
‘number, of separate factions. ‘Thos 
at the end of another twelve’ month, 
0 far from unifeation being nearer 
in sight, the politieal map of China 
‘shows more divisions and sub-divi- 
sions than ever. 

Communism is the rock on which 
Nationalism has split. Fostered by 
Bolshevisc agents, the Communist 
movement spread over Nationalist 
‘China tnd plunged both cities and 
country-side into all the miseries 
‘and horrors of embittered class war- 
fare. With mob-violence and ter- 
xorlsm as its weapons, it has deva- 
state the economic life of the 
‘country, “not even shunning the 
‘wholesale ‘massacre of defenceless 
merchants and farmers as we have 
ately seen in the regions around 
‘Swatow. 

‘The appalling excesses of the 
Communist faction brought about 
‘a reaction which terminated in thi 
expulsion last December of all 
Soviet representatives in Nationalist 
territory and the official repression 
of Communist activities. But the 
Nationalist cause had already suf- 
fered Srreparable damage and the 

radication of Communism is, 
very far from complete. Such 
is the harvest of Bolshevist friend- 
‘ship bought with the price of open 
‘enmity towards ourselves. and: the 
‘other Powers and of an undermining 
‘of the Chinese social system, a pro- 
‘e088 of which the end is not yet in 
sight, Truly China has reaped the 
whirlwind, 

‘The development of the Nation- 

alist movement in the South has not 





























‘materially changed the situation in| ihe 


the North. The Northern militer- 
ints have drawn somewhat. closer 
together and, with their approv 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin has’ assum- 
‘ed the position of dictator at Pe- 
King. The Government nominated 
bby him is, however, in constant 
‘financial stringency’ and is unable 
to pursue any administrative policy 
Deyond the raising of funds to op- 
poo ndvance of the Nationalist 
armies. 
‘The Hankow Debacle 


‘Turning to Sino-British, relations, 
the principal facts to record are, 
firstly, the British Govern- 
mont's abandonment of direct di- 
plomatic relations with the Nation- 
alist authorities owing to the lat- 
ter's refusal to make reparation for 
tho outrages at Nanking and failure 
to make good their claim to act up 
to tho standards of a civilized go 
ernment; secondly, the debacle of 
the Hankoyy Agreement and the 
consequent deterioration of the ex: 
British concession and paralysis of 
British trade on the middle Yang- 
‘tare. 

Whatever may be the differences 
of opinion as to the policy announe- 
ed by the British Government in 
‘December last in respect to British 
Concessions in China, it must be 
‘clear to all reasonable Chinese that 





























occupy the 
which would have been more than 
Justified by the conspicuous failure 
‘af the Nationalists to implement the 
‘Chen-0'Malley agreement, js. strike 
ing testimony to the sincerity of 
British declarations, To resist the 
swidesprend and well-founded de- 
mands. by British subjects for

Ihave been an easy matter for Hi 
‘Majesty's Government who, though 
having the means. at hand, have 
atrletly abided by their expressed 
‘intention to use the troops at Shang. 
hhat solely for the protection of 
foreign lives and property in that 
city. Although evidence of recipro- 
‘city is still painfully absent, it is 
im} to believe that the 
sacrifices we have made can re- 
snain without effect on our mutual 
Yelations and, indeed, T am glad 
Yo say that the anti-foreign, and 
particularly anti-Brtish, agitation 
Shas visibly and considerably lessen- 
‘ed. With the decline of Commu 
{influence we may hope for still fer- 
‘ther improvement. 
Friendship and Force 

‘The Chinese should, however, 
realize that they cannot expect, @ 
continuance of such magnanimity 
wumless they respond in a. similar 
spirit. Nor must they drift to- 
‘wards the conviction that forbear- 
fart of the foreign 
1 short cut, through 
outrages and the violation’ of treat 


























fes, to equal international status. 
We may hope too, that His Maj 
ty’s Government, while firm in the 
Policy of helping onwards all con- 
structive reform in the country, 
will not cuffer honest friendliness 
to be:mistaken for miere weakness 
of purpose but, will strictly abide 
by their dictum that concessions 
and treaty adjustment can result 
only from thelr fair and ataicable 
agreement and gre Rot to be wrung 
from Great Britain by lawlessness 
‘and force. 

‘The military exploitation of the 
country, which now equally pre- 
vails in North and South, continues 
to play havoe with the security for 
China's foreign loans. 

Plight of Railways 

Interference with administration 
and sequestration of revenue has re- 
duced nearly all the Chinese Go: 
srnment railways to a state of 
partial or complete default on their 
foan services and other obligations. 
‘An even more serious matter, how- 




















to destroy the hope, s0 long cherish- 
ed by the holders ‘of railway loan 
bonds, that with a return to normal 
egnditions the railways would soon 


recover their earning power and 
clear off these accumulated debts. 

It is well known that the main- 
tenance in a state of efficiency of 
any railway necessitates the cur- 
rent expenditure of considerable 
portion of the earned revenue for 
the upkeep of the permanent way 
‘and rolling stock and a hundred and 

‘but the Chi- 
nese military and civil authorities 
into whose hands the control of 
railways has passed have so far 
entirely ignored this fundamental 
principle, Intent only on extract 
ing as much money as possible, 

have atarved the railways of 
‘even the most urgent requirements, 
In such circumstances the rate of 
deterioration rapidly gathers pace, 
and it is to be feared that if some 
settlement of China's political dis- 
putes is not shortly reached and the 
Fevenues restored to the railway 
Administrations, some of the lines 
will before long become unworkable 
‘and will need the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars before they 
ean again be rendered fit for re- 
gular traffic. 

‘AS rogards the salt revenue, I 
will not burden you by repeating. 
the wearisome tale of illegal seiz- 
tures and disorganization. Receipts 
fare now reduced to a negligible 
figure, the reserve of funds held by 
the Group Banks is practically ex- 
hhawsted and unless a marked im- 
Provement occurs the whole of thi 
loans dependent on Salt | Revenu:

understand that a heavy reduction 
of local revenues has resulted from 
the suppression of foreign em- 
ployees of the Chinese Government 
Salt Administration in Nationalist 
territory and T sincerely hope tha?

‘The Customs Ouilook 


‘The Customs revenue, although 
0 seriously diminished, has sufficed 
to meet in full its foreign obliga- 
tions as well as the interest charges 
of the Consolidated Domestic Loans, 
the shortage of funds which led to 
‘a temporary suspension of payment 
on the 1896 Anglo-German loan in 
the early part of the year being 
nothing more than a legacy from 
the time of China’s rupture with 
Germany during the Great War 
and having nothing directly to do 
with the current state of affairs. 
The continued integrity of the Mari- 
time Customs service and its rela- 
tive immunity from the political 
and military interference which has 
befallen other national services (in- 
cluding now the Posts) with such 
disastrous effects, must be reckoned 
to China's credit.’ It implies, at the 
same time, a tribute to the energy, 
patience and tact of the members of 
the staff both foreign and  Chi- 

‘The Nationalist Government 
showed scanty respect for inter- 
national treaties in their attempt 
last summer to impose a heavy in- 
erense of the conventional duties 
without the semblance of reference 
to the foreign Governments concern- 
ed. ‘They have, nevertheless, ap- 
parently recognized the fact that to 
scarifice the magnificent organiza- 
tion of the Chinese Customs to poli- 












































tical motives would be a fatal mis- 
take. ‘The position of the Customs 


Service in a divided China is bound 
to remain a-delicate problem and 
Je can only hope that common- 
‘sense and patriotism will combine 
to prevent any rash and disastrous 
steps which would have the effect 
of ruining the machinery. 

Arising out of the pressing needs 
of the Peking Government, certain 
attempts at interference with the 
administration were made early in. 
the year. One of these led up to|

sinee the retirement of his grea 
predecessor Sir Robert Hart.” Hi 
curt treatment by the Governmen* 
who employed him provoked ‘much 
indignation as a regrettable dis- 
play of ingratitude towards a loyal 
public serva.t. 

‘The annual Customs figures are 
the recognized barometer of China's 
‘commercial progress and the sud- 
den drop from the steadily ising’ 
curve of many years past will give 
serious thought to many thousands 
in China. We must hope that the 
obvious »Tesson will not be lost on 
‘Chinese both in the North and the 
South, bot will stimulate a deter- 
mination to reach some kind of 
agreement on the disputes which are 
keeping militarism rampant through- 
‘out the country and depriving 
the people of China of the prosper- 
ity which could so easily be within 
their reach. 

If T may venture an opinion as to 
the most eryinz need of the country 
it is that the great middle classe 
together the National 
element in the true sense of the’ 
word which exists all over China 
irrespective of party and clique, 
should develop a united and practical 
opposition to the rapacious military 
tyranny which is holding China in 
bondage but which is s0 utterly 

lien to the native spirit of the! 
country, 

Before closing I ahould like, on 
your behalf, to express our apprec 

ion to the’ stalf for the work they 
have done during the last year which 
has been one full of dificulties, and 1 
feel sure. you will approve of the 
decision of your Directors to award 
them a bonus of 10 per cent. on 
thelr salaries. 

T now beg to propose that the re- 
port and statement of accounts be 
fndopted. After the proposal has 
been seconded and before the motion 
i laid before the meeting, I shall 
be pleased to answer to the best of 
my. ability any questions which 
shareholders may have to ask.

China's Word Her Bond 

‘The state of disrepair and neglect 
Jot the Chinese railways and the 
failure of the Authorities to meet 
the debt obligatitns, to which our 
Chairman has made’ pointed refer- 
fences, are matters for deep regret. 
But speaking ar a Chinese, am co 
vvineed that the nec 
taining and revital 
tial eapacity of railways 
ortant factor for the development 
fof the country is fully appreciated 
‘by the Chinese, and that China, as 
soon as her financial position per- 
mits, will honourably mect all her 
pecuniary obligations. Time will 
show that China's word is her bond. 

‘The picture which our Chatrman 
has drawn, of the disastrous re- 
sults of Communism in and of the 
consequences and effects of the pre- 
sent chaotic state of China, is pain- 
folly realistic and true, Tt provides 
much material for anxious reflection 
to all true patriots and well wishers 
of China, 

As regards Communism, there is 
no doubt to my mind that, to those 
unaequainted with its stern implica 
tions, ite dangers, ite utter futility 
fas an instrument of political remedy, 
it may exercise an abiding nd i 
resistible appeal. But if the great 
sufferings inflicted on the mass of in- 
nocent peopie by the recent Red ré- 
ime should. serve to convince’ the 
‘people of Chinn that Communism is 
destructive and not constructive, a 
fatal poison and not a panacea, then 
such sufferings, terrible and paign- 
ant as they were, would not have 
been endared in vain, for they would 
become instrumental in eradicating 
this pernicious doctrine from China. 

Political Transition 

As regards the existing Chinese 
political chaos, we should remember 
that political strife and turmoil, with 
their concomitant dislocation of trade 
‘and business, are but incident to po- 
litical transitions. Looking at the 
Republie through the vaster and 
more detached perspective of world 
hhistors, I think we should congra- 
{ulate ourselves that the trade and 
business are no worse than they 
fare. ‘The progress from lawlessness 
to order, from diversity to unity, 
must of necessity be slow and 
tedious, but is nevertheless, as I 
believe, discernible, ‘There- are, T 
think, already hopeful signs that, at 
all events in the Province of Kuang- 
tung, the political conditions are 
moving towards an equilibrium, to 
the untold benefit of its teeming 
Ihabitants. And, bringing our view 
even closer, T hope and trust that 
the restoration of friendly relations 
between Hongkong and Canton is 
bbut a prolate to an era of mutual 
‘understanding, mutual respect, stabi- 































































tory, especially having regard to 


lity and prosperity in both places.

‘Tre 25th annual general meet= 
ing of the Shanghai Tug & Lighter 
Co, Ltd., was held on Monday after 
noon at’ the office of the agents, 
Messrs, Wheelock & Co., 2 French 
Bund. Mr, H, W. Lester, chair- 
‘man, presided cnd he was support 
ed by Messrs. Bernard Firth, Pe 
‘A. Cox, F. H. Forde and T. J. 
Gokely (directors) and Mr. E, Ay 
G. May, office manager. ‘The num~ 
ber of shares represented was 5,527. 

‘The notice convening the meet= 
ing and the auditor's report hav- 
fing been reaul, the chairman said:— 

"The seport ‘and accounts for the 
yenr ended December 31, 1927, have 
ing been in your hands for ‘some 
days L will, with your permission, 
‘take them as read. 

The conditions appertaining, at 
any rate during the first ' six 
months of last year, are no doubt 
still vivid in your minds and it i 
not surprising that the Custom 
statistics for the period under re 
view show a distinet falling off in 
‘the volume of trade both for im= 
ports and exports. In the circum- 
stances, therefore, it is only to be 
expected that our income from 
lighterage should also have decline 
ed as compared with the previous 
12 months, Every attention, how- 
fever, hae been given to the’ ques: 
tion ‘of economy and your directors 
feel that the agents are to be con 
gratulated on the fact, that in 
spite of an advance in wages and 
fan increase in the cost of cot 
they have been able to produce @ 
working account showing a balance 
appreciably in excess of that for 
the preceding year, 

Preparedness for Emergency 
‘As stated in the directors’ ro 
port, during the year salvage ser- 
vies of a greater or lesser degroo 
have been successfully rendered to 
‘a number of vessels, and it may 
bbe of interest to you to know that, 
at one of these operations, no fower 
than six of your tugs were in at- 
tendance before the vessel was suc- 
cessfully refloated. This incident 
emphasized the fact that, in order 
to uphold our standing as salvage 
operators, it is necessary to maine 
tain a larger fleet of tugs than the 
normal ‘towkige requirements of 
the port really warrant, At the 
same time, this surplus of tuga 
Teaves us with the satisfaction of 
knowing that, with our, present 
fleet, we would be able to cope 
with any additional towage orders 
which may come our way, as wo 
hope they will, if only as a result 
of the nornyl expansion -of tho 
trade of the port. I might here 
remark that our income from ordine 
ary harbour towage was practical 
ly the same as last year while, on 
salvage work, the amount included 
in the present accounts is slightly 
in excess of the previous year’s 
figure. You will see from the re- 
port that the amount outstanding 
at the end of the year for salvage 
services rendered is estimated at 

75,000, which is some Tis. 
10,000 higher than the amount, 
corporated in the accounts before 
you brought forward from 1926, 

Land Transport 

‘You will, no doubt, expect me to 

say something with reference to, 
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‘the Iand. transport section of our 
‘Dusiness, the inaugeration of which 
‘was the raison d'etre for the in- 
crease in capital in 4926. When 
‘Addressing you last year, I stated 
‘that we were enjoying a fair 

‘of support from the Shanghai De- 
fence Toree for transport vehicles 
and this, coupled with our ordinary 
‘commercial business, kept your 
fleet fairly fully occupied. As the 
year progressed, however, the de- 
mand slackened’ cif, but,’ in spite 
ff this, the final result of ‘the year’s 
operations is, in the opinion of your 
directors, very ratisfactory, There 
is no gainsaying the fact, however, 
‘that competition is very’ keen es- 
pecially from native-owned vehicles, 
T noticed from a paragraph in the 
Jocal press recently that there 
‘were about 1,000 motor trucks im 
use in Shanghai for commercial 
purposes, of which It was estimated 
that one half were plying for publie 
hire. Licences, insurance, and up- 
Keep constitute the main sources 
of expenditure and to meet this 
‘standing overhead a large volume of 
dusiness is necescary. I am pleased 
to advise that, at the beginning of 
this year, we renewed our old bi 
age contracts and were succ 
in securing some importa 
tracts from new clients, Still, we 
‘are equipped to handle an even 
Jarger volume of business and T 
hope our shurcholders will bear this

Gande, the trial was commenced of 
four Indian watchmen named Asa 
Singh, Bihara Singh, Ajab Singh, 
and Chanan Singh who were 
charged with wounding and eaush 
grievous bodily harm to one Narian 
Singh with intent to murder him 
‘en tho night of November 9, 1927. 
All four accused pleaded — not 
suilty, 

‘The Crown Advocate, Mr, A. G. 
‘Mossop, prosecuted and Mr,” MM. 
Reader’ Marris defended. 

‘The Crown Advocate outlined the 
ease for the Crown and said that 
‘the four accused wore watchmen 
‘and were employed at various mills 
in the Yangtszepoo district. | Com- 
plainant arrived in Shanghai in 
September last. but had been in 
Shanghai 13 years ago. At that 
time he had been employed at the 
‘Shanghai Cotton Manufacturing 
Co, Ltd, as m watehman and on 
his’ return sought and obtained

Y ‘A Suggested Change 

In November, complainant was 
approached by the second accused, 
Bihara Singh, and it was suggested 
by the latter that the complainant

refused to leave and later was told

‘On November 9, complainant was 
on duty in a Japanese garden near 
the mill and at 6 p.m, left for his 
quarters.

‘Dr. A. D. Wall described the 
nature of the complainant's injuries 
He said that one of the fractures 
to the skull was so severe that the 
brain was exposed. The wounds 
were consistent with blows struck 
by a blunt instrument such as a 
stick. Ordinarily two of the wounds 
woilld have proved fatal. ‘There 
might bo permanent disability to 
the right arm and complainant 
might also suffer from loss of

Counsel, referring to tho 
evidence of a Chinese witness, who 
‘had not appeared until 12 ‘days 
after the assault, pointed out that 
the light near the scene of the as- 
sault was very poor, and therbfore, 
discredited his evidence of indenti- 
fication of two of the accused, His 
evidence in the Lower Court also 
differed from that he gave in the 
present hearing. Once he had said 
that he had been appoached by an 
Indian to give evidence, in the other 
he had said that he had volunteered 
to appear, 

Mr, Reader Harris, continuing, 
suggested from the evidence that 
‘one Gopal Singh, had, in about the 
50 minutes, before the police arriv- 
ed, and whilst complainant. was in 
‘a semi-conscious condition, impress- 
ed upon him “that accused” had 
assaulted him (complainant), Fur- 
ther according to police evidence, 
they “had found nothing — in: 
ccriminating in accused's quarters, 

Counsel also pointed out that 
‘accused could not have known who 
‘assaulted him becuse it would ap- 
pear as though he had been taken 
by surprise from behind—most men 
are right-handed, and as the blows 
were received on the right arm and 
right side of the head, they must 
have been delivered from behind. 

‘The Question of Motive 

Mr. Mossop insisted that it was 
not necessary for the prosecution to 
establish a motive, but it was 
‘evident according to the Indian way 
of thinking that a motlve did exist.

Vigorous Speech by Sig. Mussolini: Deputies Roused 
by ‘Premier’s Forceful Remarks 


Rome, March 3. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day the Premier, Signor Mussolini, 
‘was loudly applauded after making | 
‘4 vigorous speech in regard to the 
position of the German minorities 
in the Italian ‘Tyrol, in which con-

“This Ys the last time,” Tl Duce 
declared, ‘that I shall speak on this 
subject: ‘the next time 1 shall make 
my acts speek.”

‘The Premier emphasized that the 
Austrian complaint of Italian op- 
pression in South Tyrol was un- 
Justified and provocative, The terri- 
tory concerned, he continued, was 
treated like other Italian provinces, 
The reports of tyranny, torture and 
murder in Upper Adige by a bar- 
barous Fascist dictatorship were 
ridiculous. “We are. not pupils of 
Austria," he declared, “which 
throughout a century has peopled 
half of Europe with executioners, 
filled its prisons with martyrs and 
exected gallows incessantly.” 

Signor Mussolini dwelt on Italian 
tolerance and the great public| 
works undertaken by Italy in Upper 
Adige at a cost of hundreds of 
‘millions of lire, He declared that, 
as Italy's great forbearance was be- 
ing misinterpreted, all the fifteen 
German papers in Upper Adige 
would be suppressed if their anti- 
Italian campaign continued and tho 
foreign empléyees would shortly be 
transferred elsewhere or° dismissed,

6. In the event of Great 
Britain engaging in war, even if 
the rights and interests of Ezypt 
are not affected, Esypt under- 
takes to furnish Britain in Exy! 
in territory with all the facili- 
ties and assistance possible. 

7. In order to facilitate and 
secure protection of the com- 
munications of the British Empire 
and pending a future treaty in 
which Egypt would be entrusted 
with such protection, Egypt 
authorizes the maintenance in 
‘Ebyptian territory of the armed 
forges Britain considers necessary 
such forces not to constitute 
‘ectpation and in no way to pre- 
fudice the sovereign rights of 
Egypt. Both the high contract- 
ing parties shall reconsider, after 
a period of ten years, the ques- 
ion of the localities’ in which 
these forces-are to be stationed. 
If an agreement is then impos- 
sible, the question miay be sub- 
mitted to the League of Nations. 
‘Should the decision of the League 



































go against Egypt, the question 


can be again investigated, at in- 
tervals of five years from the 
date of the League's decision, at 
the request of the Egyptian Gov- 
‘ernment. 


Engagement of Officials 

8. When engaging forcign 

officials, Egypt shall give, as a 

role, preference to British sub- 

jects. Other nationals shall only 
be engaged if qualified British 
subjects are not available. 

9. Great Britain undertakes 
-to use all her influence with the 
Capitulatory Powers to obtain 
modification of the Capitulations 
in order to make them conform 
more closely to the spirit of the 
‘times and the present state of 
Egypt. * 

10, Great Britain shall assisi 
the admission of Egypt to the 
League of Nations. Egypt de- 
clares herself ready to accept the 
conditions of admission, 

11. Great Britain shall be re- 
presented in Egypt by an Am- 
bassador with precedence over the 
representatives of all other for- 
eign powers. 

12, Nothing in this treaty 
shall prejudice the rights and 
‘obligations of both the contracting’| 
parties under the Covenant of 
the League of ‘Nations. 

18. This clause gives an annex 
to the Treaty for making effective 
certain provisions of the Treaty 
which are to have the same 
validity and duration as the 
‘Treaty. 

14. This clause provides that in 
tho ‘event of any disagreement 
with regard to the application or 
{interpretation of the Treaty which 
cannot be settled by direct ne- 
gotiation the matter sliall be 
‘dealt with in accordance with the 
Covenant of the League of Na- 
tions.

Northern Mandarins Here 


One immediate and tangible 
result of this reaction is the in- 
creasingly, large numbers of North- 
fern mandarins who appear in 
‘Shanghai and who represent every 
in Northern 
political and military fife. One 
sees them in the hotels and 
restaurants; one meets them at 
parties; one sees them in the 
streets.” Former Ministers and 
Vice-Ministers of Peking govern- 
mients have been passing through 
‘Shanghai in open freedom and some 
fof them are known to have been in 
conference with those who dominate 
Nationalist polities at the present 
time. ‘The importance of their pre- 
‘sence has to be measured not only 
in terms of a possible understand- 
ing between Nanking and Peking, 
but from the standpoint of the 
view of the present Nanking 
Government, é 
Te is perhaps necessary ‘to givé 
something of the history of the 
reaction. ‘The December conferences 
in Route de la Tour resulted in the 
climination of the Communists, the 
semi-Communists, the Left Wing 
Kuomintang, the Right Wing and 
the Western Hills Conference group.

‘The Two Student Groups 

‘As a result of this mastery there 
isa definite division among the 
administrative personalities in Nan- 
king. What might be called the 
‘Anglo-American returned student 
element is exceedingly unfriendly 
to the nresent dominating political 
forces there. The Anglo-American 
‘element constitutes what might be 
termed the modern progressive 
party in the Kuomintang. This 
roup ig not organized as a political 
party; it lacks, to a very definite 
degree, an ability to operate political 
movements; it devotes itself to 
tasks of administration and grum- 
bles over the political incompetence 
of its masters, 

‘Opposed to it are the Franco-Japan- 
‘ese returned students who seem 
to have a greater ability in political 
manipulation, but who have not 
been so successful in the conduct of 
administrative offices. This latter 
group definitely supports the anar- 
chists and togother they are respon- 

for a reaction which could 
have only one of two results, either 
the recrudescence of the power of 
the Communist Party of China or 
the moral collapse of the Kuomin- 
tang, through its intimate associa- 
tion ‘with mandarism. 

‘The reactionaries cling to many 
of the features of the Radical 
Kuomintang. ‘They believe that 
there can be only one Party in 
China and that that Party must 
control the Government, but they 
differ from the Kuomintang in that 
they include, as partisans, man} 
individuals who are not tried mem- 
bers of the Kuomintang and who 
are therefore capable of serving 
other parties in the North while

holding office in the Kuomintang. 
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The reactionaries believe in the 
Northern Expedition, but at the 
same time they are clearly secking 
an alliance with the old Chiaotung 
clique in Peking headed by Liang 
Shih-yi and they favour the pi 
gramme of diplomatic and financial 
unity, which is dangerous to the 
Chinese people and to the foreign 
Powers because the Chinese people 
‘will find init distress and discontent 
and the foreign Powers will dis 
‘cover it-to be an empty shell when 
they come down to business. ~ 

In other words, the reactionaries 
are quite prepared to adopt the 
political opportunism of the North 
‘while at the same time keeping their 
soldiers employed in a hazardous 
military expedition, 


‘Too Much Repression 
In the matter of administration 
‘the reaction compromises in every 
respect with a_politico-commercial 
‘and mandarin element in nationalist 
territory. They believe that an 
outivard semblance of order justifies 
the suppression of every organ of 
public opinion which reflects the 
attitude of the masses, whom they 
themselves have influenced to think 
and act politically. ‘They have for- 
bidden mass mectings of the people 
ind-are intolerant to all forms of 
dissent, 

‘Thay have not only driven the 
Communist Party of China under- 
ground, sbut even within the 
Kuomintang, differences of opinion 
fare regarded as intolerable and are 
driven underground. Their anti- 
Communism has become so marked 
that they seem to be prepared to 
‘effect no change in the qurrent 
‘status of China's international rela~ 
tions exeept such changes as might 
end the misunderstanding between 




















the Nationalist Goyernment and the 
foreigners, 
It is, perhaps, not the place of a 





foreigner who has, for three years, 
‘been constantly “denouncing the 
Communist Purty of China, to” 
criticize unfavourably such a policy. 
Yet this reactionary policy is, in 
my opinion, more dangerous, at’ the 
present time than an open and frank 
Communist policy, for it is unreal 
‘and untrue and does not represent 
the coms ‘of opinion of large, 

articulate eloments, among the 

Chinese people and it can only 

retult in lulling the foreigners and 

the conservative Chinese into a 

false security,, from which the re- 

covery may prove to be exceedingly 

costly. 




















Communist Activity 
Anyone who is keenly sensiti 
to current movements in Chinese 
polities feels the powerful under 
tone of Communist activity through- 
‘out nationalist territory. ‘The Com- 
munist Party of China and its Left 
Wing Kuomintang adherents are 
ecectively reorganizing their agita- 
tional work among the lower strata 
of the masses. In every village 
between here and Nanking and 
between here and Hangehow, the 
Communists are appealing to the 
pepsants, Iabourers and the young 
students, to freo themselves from 
the reaction, Posters appear over- 
night denouncing the Kuomintang, 
the Nanking Government, "the 
Nationalist flag and General Chiang 
Kai-shek.

Pawnbrokers Who Do Not Hesitate to Take Goods 
of Questionable Origin 


What is to be done about the 
‘armed robber menace? Armed rob- 
Yeries are so frequent to-day in 
Shanghai and one has become so 
‘accustomed to hearing that seven or 
‘even twelve armed robberies have 
been perpetrated within 24 hours, 
and money, jewellery, and clothing 
to the estimated value of, say, $6, 
000 have been stolen, that ‘such 
events pass with less comment than 
the trapping of a diseased dog, who, 
if not trapped, might attack one, 
‘ag witness the recent attack on a 
small child in Hongkew Park by 
rabid animal, Less than three 
years ago such a state of affai 
‘would have aroused the community 
in no small degree. Yet, with 
policemen losing their lives almost 
‘weekly in gailant attempts to 
safeguard Chinese residents in the 
Settlements, litle co-operation is re- 
ceived by the police in their hazar-

‘ment, or indeed, hold up a eivilian 
on the highway, the first considera- 
tion is money, “Then jewellery and 
Jastly clothing.

‘ed in pawnshops and to secondhand 
dealers. Yet all these are licensed 
by the authorities under heavy. 
penalti

Police Procedure 
It is worth: while here to describe 
the procedure adopted by the Shani- 
hai Municipal Police in ‘regard to 
atolen goods of the nature to which 
‘we refer. When the description of 
fn article stolen is received by the 
police, pawnbrokers and second-hand 
dealers are eiveulated. They receive 
a complete description of the articles 
in question and are required to 
search their files with a view to 
ascertaining whether any of these 
have . found their away into their 
hands. If a pawnbroker fulfils his 
‘nee conditions, nets honestly, and 
finds that an article described hus 
deen pledged to him, his duty is to 
immediately notity ‘the police and 
in such instances the work of the

he is able give to the police, it is 
‘obvious that the robber who 
pledged the article still remains at 
large and is, unknowingly perhaps, | 
encouraged to perpetrate further | 
crimes. It has often happened that | 
a criminal arrested in respect of 
other acts has confessed participa- 
tion in other crimes and has led 
the police to pawnbrokers with 
‘whom he has pledged stolen pro- 
the pawnbroker hai 
ized and failed to 











inform the police. 

‘What is to be done with such 
brokers? They are little better 
than the robber himself. Indeed, 
their acts encourage the eriminal to 
further crimes. Here seems to li 
the solution, to a very great extent, 
of the armed robber menace, If 
there are no receivers, there can 
be little robbery. It is obviously im- 
possible for robbers indefinitely to 
hoard their loot. It must be dis- 
posed of quickly. Only recently 
three men who had stolen earrings 
from an old woman were caught in 
the act of disposing of the loot to 
‘4 second-hand gold shop dealer with- 
inten minutes of the crime. 
Greater supervision must be ex 
cercised over such brokers, 


Many Good Exceptions 


It is not suggested by any means 
that all pawnbrokers are criminals. 
Quite the contrary. Their business 
At times no doubt permits Chinese 
of unblemished character to tide 
over a difficult period. They are 
permitted by law to carry on their 
trade; but, in this very distressing 
period of crime, more stringent re- 
ulations should be formulated with 
& view to eliminating those who 
carry on a criminal business which, 
inted out before, only encour. 

wrong-doers to further ex- 
cesses. It may be argued that proof 
of criminal intention is hard to 
establish, That may be 90, Dut 
when a broker advances a trifle of 
$10 to a man of the coolie class on 
‘an article valued at hundreds of 
dollars, it can reasonably be argued 
that inquiries of a most strict nature’ 
should be instituted and the man 
detained if necessary until proof 
‘of an honest intention is established. 


Pawn Tickets Sent to Victims 


Police records show that it is not 
uncommon for robbers to pawn 
articles of jewellery and clothing 
for a fraction of their value and 
then sond the pawn tickets to their 
vietim, thereby allowing the latter 
to retrieve his property for the 
amount advanced plus _ interest. 
Robbers, of course,- are prin: 
cipally ‘after money. They only 
tuke goods when money is not 
forthcoming and are forced to 
turn their loot into eash at the 
earliest possible moment. What 
has to be determined is, where do

‘The position of residents provid- 
ing a fund for their protection 
against robbers is undoubtedly uni- 
que, likewise is the offer which we 
read today of some 500 men 
‘attached to Chinese organizations 
offering themselves to the Commis- 
sioner of -Police for patrol work. 
‘They ask to be trained and armed 
by the Council but each is prepared 
to bear the cost of hi 
This offer might be accepted and 
these men might be delegated to 
‘guard establishments which advance 
money on jewellery and clothing. 
‘The experiment might not be im- 
mediately successful but it most 
certainly would limit the activities 
of “fences.” 

‘The “Cat” 

Much recently has been said in 
regard to the punishment which 
armed robber should receive, 
Strict adherence to the terms of 
the new Bandit Law has properly 
been advocated. Experienced police 
officers, however, favour the “eat 
o'nine ‘tails.” ‘They say that if a 
term of imprisonment is considered 
adequate, the convicted 
criminal’ should receive say, 25 
strokes of the “eat” on entering 
prison and 25 or more when he 

they maintain, would 
‘They base their opinions 
‘on the fact that the “eat” hay been 
proved in all parts of the world 
over a period of many many years to 
be a pimishment which the most 
hardened criminals declare to be 
the worst. Statistics show that 
criminals who have been subjected 
to the “eat” rarely return. This 
punishment might be given a trial. 
A. solution to the armed robber 
menace is earnestly being sought 
for and the “cat” is by no meany 
fan experiment. It is vouched for 
by police all over the world as be- 
ing almost a complete cure, 

Chinese Victims Terrorized 

‘The situation with which the 
police here are faced is extr 
ordinarily dificult. Take for in- 
stance a case of armed robbery 
which recently occurred. Five tob- 
bers, two of whom were "armed, 
entered a dwelling. 
the occupants into a small room and 
for over an hour ransacked the 
establishment, Beforn leaving with 
their loot, which was considerable 
‘and. bulky, they warned the oc- 
cupants not to leave the room for 
fone hour. The threat was that if 
they did leave, then the robbers 
‘would return the next day and shoot 
them. ‘The occupants did as they 
were told and the police were 
informed of the robbery some two 
hours later. Often no report is 
given to the police and many 
robberies occur which are -never 
beard of by the authorities. Indeed 

3 are known where a victim will 
make statement to the police nnd 
then in Court, at the trial of the 
robber, deny ‘that he has been 
robbed. With such extraordinary 
behaviour, extraordinary measures 
must be adopted in an endeavour to 
protect those Chinese who are 
endowed with self respect and it is 
for this reason that the provision of 
armed guards is advocated at the 
many second-hand establishments 
where suspicion rests and at the 
doors of many establishments on 
which suspicion has so far not 
fallen.

‘A glance at a summary of the 
past month's record of violent 


crimes, however, may be of inter: 
fest, not so much because of a great 
increase in crime, but rather be- 
cause a general tendency on the 
past of armed men to become bolder 
is to be noted, and because of their 
general ‘disregard of the Jaw and 
consequent diminishing of their 
fear of the police. Not so many 
years ago, the murder of a police- 
‘man was most uncommon, and, if 
the police shot an armed robber, 
the press gave it front page pro- 
minence: It is less than. three 
years ago that the S. M. C. award- 
ed the first Distinguished Conduct 
Medal, 

Perhaps fhe amount of crime, 
comparing Shanghai with Chicago, 
is not so large here as- in the 
American metropolis, which may 
boast of an average of three 
murders per day. But that city 
haa nearly 6,000,000 inhabitants, 
while in the International Settle- 
‘ment there reside less than 1,000,000 
persons of all nationalities. ‘Yet 
during the month of February 12 
murders were committed, and four 
attempts at murder were -reported. 

On February 1, a gang shot and 
Killed a Chinese ‘police watchman. 
On the Inst day of the minth, two 
‘armed robbers murdered a Chinese 
policeman in West Hongkew, and 
fatally wounded a Sikh constable, 
‘who died the following day. During 
the month two innocent’ Russian 
watchmen, without in any way 
provoking a gang of robbers, were 
coldly shot down, and earlier a 
coolie, trying to protect his master, 
met a similar fate. Most of the 
other killings came about as a result 
of gang fights, not as in Chicago, 
where gangsters use machine guns 
=a form of weapon for the absence 
‘of which the police in Sbanghai 
may be thankful, 

Kidnapping Unabated 

The kidnapping menace continued 
unabated. A total of six kidnap- 
pings were reported to the police. 
Probably there were many mors 
similar cases, not known officially, 
Two sone of well-to-do Chinese, as

Several other persons had very 
narrow escapes, but outsiders in- 
tervened, saving them and. thelr 
families ‘from serious consequences. 
In spite of increased patrols in 
native Shanghai, more persons were 
Kidnapped there than in the Settle- 
ment, 

Turning to the other serious 
menace to the peace of the Settle- 
ment, the armed robber element, 
it is to be noted that 91 instan 
of armed robbery are on official 
‘record. There is some consolation, 
however, in learning that there were 
119 such crimes in February, 1927, 
and 189 in January, 1928. No 
reason has been given for this very 
appreciable decrease, although it 
is possibly due to the fact that the 
Nationalists are enrolling large 
numbers of men into the army. 
Perhaps it may also be due to the 
increase in kidnapping, this element 
organizing in order to obtain larger 
stakes without immediate personal 
risk, ‘The installation of “burglar 
alarms may have been a deterrent 
factor. 

Gunmen Growing Bolder 

Included in the 91 are 36 high- 
way robberies, 55 being operations 
‘on shops and’ houses. This is 9 
new phase, for, whereas in F 
rusty 1927, it was rare indeed, to 
hear of a highway. robbery, in 1928, 
the number ig more than one-third 
of the total. Ten robberies were 
frustrated when tenants gave al- 
arms. ‘ 

The gangsters’ are become bolder 
and more desperate. fn exactly 

e-seventh of the cases, it was 
reported that the robbers fired 
either at their victims—to frighten 
them or with intent to murder 
them—or-they were met by the 
police. The police shot four armed 
robbers. Nearly, half of their 
crimes, were committed between 6

Gratifying resuld are reportedsby

As the average resident of Shang 
hai is fully aware, the life of a 
wealthy, of even of a woll-to-do, 
Chinese’ is hardly an envinble on: 
frim the standpoint of personal 
safety, ‘and many of them have 
chosen the alternative of a body- 
guard in self-protection, Tho 
menace has been increasing stead~ 
ily during the past year when Com. 
munistic influences have been at 
work along with other disorderly 
clements, and the conditions erented 
have been so startling that drastic 
efforts to check it were inaugurated 
about a month ago by police auth+ 
orities in both foreign settlements. 

The French police working with 
those of the International Settl 
ment have watched a steady dimin:

After the terrible earthquake in 
Japan on September, 1923, fallow. 
fed by a fire which destroyed the 
kreater part of Tokyo and prneti- 
cally wiped out Yokohama, the Bur- 
feay of Social Affairs of the Home 
Orlice of the Japanese Government 
rightly felt that a detailed account 
of the disaster and the steps taker 
to nid the injured and destitute 
should be put on record,

now, neatly five years after the ter- 
rible day, a new publication, based 
on the old, bat brought up to date 
as regards the reconstructions un- 
dertaken hax been issued, with 
accompanying volume of ‘maps, in

with the situation, until the work 
of reconstructing the towns and 
villages was well under way. Com- 
munteations, it is. worth noting, 
were well ectablished a week after 
the disaster.

Those comparing the streets 
of Tokyo and Yokoiama 2s they 
were before September, 1923 and as 
they are now, rebuilt, ‘are particul- 
ary interesting.

In his latest novel Mr. Putnam 
‘Weale has rather fallen between two 
stools, He has chosen wisely in

‘and Mr. Putnam Weale is. admir-

Another method of improving soil 
is by burning it. This means build- 
ing up a cairn of earth, scooping 
out a small hole in the middle at the 
bottom, stuffing the hole with in- 
flammable straw, 
charcoal, ete., setting it alight, and 
then walling it in. Combustion will 
go on slowly until there is nothing 
‘more to combust—in theory. Actual- 
ly this is what you will find farmers 
doing in certain parts of England, 
making the most unpromising ma 
terial burn, and burn thoroughly. 
One explanation at present popular 
with certain soil savanta is that the 
heat destroys harmfuf organisms 
bat has little or no effect on the

protozoa, are of a higher 
order in the micro-social scale 


than their prey, the useful soil 
bacteria, who make up for their 
fatal succulence’by a greater im- 
munity to high temperatures, It 
is assumed of course that the layer 
or heap of earth is of sufficient 
thickness to give protection from 
naked flames, and that the burning 
is slow and’ not fierce.

Green manuring is a most bene- 
ficial proceeding for the relief of 
heavy and improverished soils. Its 
drawback is that the ‘ground. fs 
useless for other purposes while 
the green crop is in possession un- 
less you are reckoning to sell your 
seed. Soil deficient in nitrogen, 
which is the most easily lost of all 
plant foods, improves to a remark- 
able degree if a crop of beans be 
sown and dug in when fully 
grown, 

‘The amount of nitrogen which, for 
instance, a crop of soya beans can 
‘add to one acreshas_ been reckoned! 
as about 1 ewt, a very large. 
amount, if it is recollected: that. 6 
cewt, of ‘sulphate, of ammonia, or 64 
ewt. of chile nitrate, or about 7 
tons of farm yard manuro would be 
needed to supply the same amounts 
It is interesting to pull up a fully 
grown bean plant and study the 
small nodules on the roots where 
the nitrogen industry is in full 
swing, each nodule possessing a 
quota’ of nitrifying bacteria very.

The foregoing articles have al 
dealt with conditioning processes.

There aro several ways of ine 
creasing the food supply in the soil 
without the addition of bulk, am- 
ongst, the best known concentrated 
fertilizers being sulphate of am- 
monita, nitrate of soda, superphos- 
phate,’ sulphate and ‘muriate of 
potash, dn addition there is a cone 
stantly increasing range of s0-callod’ 
Dalanced mixtures which are a8 0 
rule balanced for only one crop and 
table for any other. 
ily follow, becauso 
different species need different pro~ 
portions of the three principal food 
elements, nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash. A horticulturist who 
really knows his job will always 
want to mix his fertilizers himself, 
tat the same time there are very few. 
people with sufficient time to acquire 
this thorough knowledge and who 
will therefore do better to get their 
fertilizers ready mixed from a relia 
ble firm who state exactly for what 
purpose the mixture is intended,

How she ever reached Adrianople, 
alone and knowing no word of any 
foreign tongue, is little short of a 
miracle, but the manner of her 
reception by Mohammed IV, was 
yet more astonishing. 

‘She could at first find no one who 
dare inform the Sultan of her pre- 
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sence. Yet when at length she 
received an audience, even though 
her mission was known, there was 
no hostility, but every courtesy and 
respect. Mohammed listened car- 
nestly to hor, appeared much im- 
pressed, and invited her to remain, 
Strangely enough, sho refused. 
‘Whether she sensed beneath the out- 
‘ward courtesy that the inner fana- 
ticism of Islam remained untouched, 
or whether she really —missed.a. 
great opportunity, ane cannot 

‘At all events, she returned home 
‘alone, as she had come, and equally 
wmhatmed. She married and settled’ 
down, dying in the year 1697.
